The committee having perfonmed the duty assigned them, 
The president addressed the council as follows : 


GENTLEMEN—For this further demonstration of your kind- 
ness and partiality, please áccept my thanks. I cannot but es- 
teem it as a flattering compliment and an high honor to be a 
second time selected to preside over your deliberations. 

Ihave no expectation of discharging the various duties impo- 
sed upon me by the vote just'taken, without frequent error. Re- 
lying, however, upon the same degree of kindness and indul- 
gence that was extended to me on a former occasion, much of 
the embarrassment is removed which I should otherwise feel on 
assuming the duties of this delicate and responsible station. 

Our session bids fairto be both inportant and interesting, as it 
is, undoubtedly, the last that will be held under a territorial gov- 
ernment. It will be our duty to adjust, and, as far as practica- 
ble, to close up all territorial matters preparatory to the change 
which is soon to take place. 


We are representatives of a population of over two hundred 
thousand. Our responsibilities are great, and may I not hope 
that cach member will feel the importance of the, trust repo- 
sed in him, and that the result of our labors will be beneficial to 
our common country, and satisfactory to those whom we repres- 
ent. 

~ On motion of Mr. Holmes, 

The council proceeded to the election of the other officers. 

Ballots having been taken and counted,

The council proceeded to the representatives’ hall, where the 

governor, Henry Dodge appeared, and delivered the following 
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MESSAGE. 


Fellow Citizens of the Council 
and House of Representatives: 

Since the organization of this territorial government, her Ie- 
‘gislative assembly have never convened under circumstances 
more highly calculated to excite feelings of gratitude to Him who 
holds the destiny of nations in his hand, and exalts or depresses 
them at his will. The great agricultural resources of Wiscon- 
sin are being developed ; abundance has been the reward of the 
husbandman the past season, and in no portion of the United 
States have the people been more exempt from disease. 

Twelve years ago, Wisconsin’s fertile plains lay almost un- 
touched by the hand of agriculture. Where then stretched wild 
and unbroken prairies, now can be seen waving fields with eve- 
ry variety of grain. Where the wigwams of the savage smok- 
ed, now are to be seen populous towns and villages, ‘The sav- 
age war dance is changed to the song of civilization and its 
blessings ; and the music of the stream on whose banks the In- 
. dians sought repose, is now lost in the hum of machinery. 
While millions in other countries are suffering for bread and 
trembling at the approach of death, we have an abundant supply 
for all our wants and a surplus to alleviate the wants of others. 
Wisconsin, in a few years, will be one of the great granaries ef 
the west. . : 

The péople of the territory will be called on, at an early day, 
to vote for their acceptance or rejection of the constitution sub- 
mitted to them by the late convention. "The preparatory steps 
having been tahen for the early organization of the state govern- 
ment, I have not deemed it proper to submit to the legislative 
assembly any -utjeets of general legislation. Under the state 
government, the first leg:siature will no doubt appoint a board of 
revision. to condeuse and re the existing laws in force. 

From the gieat acecssion fo the population, the last two years, 
it may be uccessary to pass laws during the present session of 
a local character, suited to the present wants and condition of 
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the people of the territory. “ The chief end and tendency of 
all legislation should be to protect each citizen in his person, his 
property, and his individual rights, giving to every man and ev- 
ery interest, protection under the laws, but exclusive privileges 
to none"——' showering its favors as heaven doth its rain, alike 
on the high and the low, the rich and the poor.” 

Harbors located at suitable points on the western shore of 
Lake Michigan, for the protection of the greatly increased com- 
merce of the lake, as well as for the security of the lives of 
thousands engaged in its navigation, is a subject of vital import- 
ance to the people of Wisconsin. 


Congress having appropriated ninety thousand dollars for the 
commencement of harbors at the towns of Milwaukee, Racine 
and Southport, and the amount appropriated for that object hav- 
ing been expended, under the direction of the war department, 
by the established usage of the government, additional appropri- 

-ations for the prosecution of the works on the harbors commeu- 
. ced were expected until their completion. 


During the 27th and the 28th congress, bills passed the house 
of representatives appropriating, at different sessions, $262,700 
for these harbors; and during the 29th congress bills passed 
both the house and the senate making appropriations for the 
same objects. The topographical engineers who made the sur- 
veys and estimates for the three different harbor locations, re- 
ported their estimates to the war department at about $220,000. 
I have always entertained the opinion that harbors located on 
the western shore of Lake Michigan, within the limits of this 
territory, were works of a national character. In that opinion I 
have not changed. Harbors are not only necessary for the pro- 
tection of commerce and the security of the lives of thousands, 
but are of the first importance in a military point of view, to af- 
ford protection to the citizens of the terfitory, should a state of 
war exist: and to afford that protection. safe and convenient har- 
bors should be established by the United States, where the ne- 
cessary troops and munitions of war could be landed, for the se- 
curity and safety of the lake towns, as well for the proiection of 
tho lake border settlements, as the whole extent of the northern 
frontier. "The territorial limits of Wisconsin are bounded by a 
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British province, both by land and on the lakes. During the last 
war with Great Britain, she contended with the United States for 
the command of the lakes; and our first naval victory was 
gained on Lake Erie by the gallant and lamented Com. Perry. 
The British government has always exercised the most un- 
bounded influence over the Indian tribes on our northwestern 
frontier. We are now in a state of peace, and from the great 
extent of our unprotected frontier, it would seem that the neces- 
sary preparations should be made to guard against the sleepless 
vigilance of that government should our present relations with it 
ever be changed to a state of war. 


The commerce of Lake Michigan has increased in a propor- 
tion, itis believed, far exceeding that of any other inland wa- 
ters in the United States. There has been exported, during the 
past year, from the best information I have been able to obtain, 
from the ports of Milwaukee, Racine and Southport, in the ar- 
ticle of breadstuffs alone, 1,109,627 bushels of wheat, and 
34,840 barrels of flour. ‘The tonnage of those ports is, as near 
as the same can be ascertained, 4,500 tons. When the more 
northern parts of the territory come to be as generally settled as _ 
are the southern tier of counties, the exports will be proportion- 
ally increased, especially from the towns of Port Washington 
and Sheboygan. The counties in which these prosperous and 
growing towns are situated, already contain a population of about 
24,000 souls. The northern tier of counties are settling rapidly, 
and from the great accession to their population they will soon 
have a large surplus of agricultural products for the eastern mar- 
kets. , 

, Surveys and estimates for harbors at the mouth of the She- 
boygan and Manitowoc rivers have been made under the direc- 
tion of the war department. Harbors at the mouths of those 
rivers would suit the present as well as the future population in 
the interior of the country, from the lake border in the direction 
ofthe Fox river. Port Washington is a prominent and import- 
ant location on Lake Michigan, that presents claims for a har- 
. bor which should not be overlooked. 


Í recommend that the legislative assembly take such action 
on the subject of memorializing congress in relation to harbor 
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appropriations as the good of their constituents may seem to 
require. The United States are engaged in a state of war with 
aforeign power, and appropriations may not be obtained. That 
state of things, however, should not prevent the representatives 
of the people of the territory from setting forth and urging their 
just claims on congress for harbor appropriations. The people 
of Wisconsin have paid into the United States treasury near four 
millions of dollars for the public lands. A small per cent. on 
that amount, appropriated by congress, would have constructed 
the "harbors necessary for the protection of commerce on the 
western shore of Lake Michigan. The settlers of this territory 
have had all the difficulties to encounter incident to the settle- 
ment of a new country. They are the pioneers of the great 
west, extending the power of this republic, and have a fight to 
expect the protection of the government, under its constitution 
and laws. 

By an act of congress, approved June 15, 1844, granting a 
section of land for the improvement of Grant river, at the town 
of Potosi, the legislative assembly of the territory was author- 
ized to provide by law for the sale of the land granted, and ap- 
ply the proceeds to the improvement contemplated by congress. 
Commissioners were appointed by law, and authorized to make 
sale of the land. They performed the duty assigned them, and 
paid over to a receiver appointed for that purpose the proceeds 
of the sales. 

From the receiver's settlement it appears, that after defray- 
ing all necessary expenses the nett proceeds amounted to $2,725 
43. The commissioners in the performance of their duties 
employed a civil engineer to make a survey and estimate for the 
contemplated improvement. The amount of the engineer's esti- 
mate is $20,041 45: the sum required for its completion will 
be $17,316 02. I would recommend that a memorial from the 
legislative assembly be forwarded to congress, asking for an ap- 
propriation to complete this improvement. There has been 
manufactured during the past year thirty million pounds of lead 
in Wisconsin. The town of Potosi is the most accessible and 
convenient point for shipping lead in the mining country, and 
the western counties in this territory are greatly interested in 
the early completion of this work. 
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The existing war between the United States and Mexico 
has furnished a brilliant page in our nation’s history. War is 
justly considered one of the great scourges of nations. It was 
a maxim Of one of the most distinguished chief magistrates of 
this republic, in his intercourse with foreign nations, “to ask 
nothing that was not right, and to submit to nothing that was 
wrong ;” but until that just sentiment pervades the governments 
of the earth, we should at all times be prepared to meet this ne- 
cessary evil, asa last resort to redress our. wrongs or enforce 
our rights. By the act of congress of the 13th of May, 1846, 
it was expressly declared that by the act of the republic of 
Mexico, a state of war existed between that government and the 
United States, and it became the duty of the President of the 
United States, under the constitution and laws, to prosecute 
the war with all the means placed under his control by con- 
gress. After the most signal victories of our armies, the Presi- 
dent presented the olive branch of peace to the Mexican gov- 
ernment, acting from the most humane principles, and contrary 
to the usages heretofore observed by civilized nations when in 
a state of war. The Mexican government has appeared more 
disposed to dictate a peace to the United States than to nego- 
tiate one with them upon principles of justice and reciprocity. 
The President in the firm discharge of the high duties that have 
devolved upon him in the prosecution of the Mexican war, is 
entitled to the thanks of every true American, and the lasting 
gratitude of his country. 

The late Capt. Quarles, from this territory,’ in the army 
of the United States, fell nobly with a large portion of his com- 
pany, on the battle-field before the city of Mexico, with their 
country’s flag waving triumphantly over them, in the face of the 
enemy. ‘The memory of Capt. Quarles, and the men who fell 
in battle under his command, in the defence of the rights of our 
common country, will long be cherished by the grateful people 
` of Wisconsin. 

During the past year, treaties have been negotiated by a 
commissioner on the part of the United States, with the different 
bands of the Chippewa Indians of the Upper Mississippi and 
Lake Superior, who have ceded to the United States a large 
tract of country west of the Mississippi. A part of the cedéd 
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country is intended for the future home of the Winnebagoes. 
And should the treaties negotiated be approved by the president, 
and ratified by the senate, their removal may be expected during 
the next summer or fall. Several parties of the Winnebagoes 
have crossed the Mississippi, and have been troublesome to the 
inhabitants bordering on the Mississippi and Wisconsin rivers. 
Gen. Fletcher, the United States sub-Indian agent, informed 
me by letters, that he had called on the commanding officer 
of the Towa mounted dragoons, for a mounted force to remove 
the intruding Winnebagoes. I have learned that the dragoons 
had taken about one hundred of them across the Mississippi - 
to the neutral country. Capt. Knowlton, commanding Fort 
Crawford, sent several detachments in pursuit of the W inneba- 
goes who were depredating on the property of the border inhab- 
itants, and removed them west of the Mississippi. 

On the 6th ultimo I received a petition, numerously signed, 
complaining that a party of about one hundred of the Winne- 
bagoes were intruding on the inhabitants at or near the Beaver 
Dam and Fox Lake, Dodge county. I have addressed the sub- 
agent for the Winnebagoes, and requested of him that the mount- 
ed troops stationed at Fort Atkinson might be ordered to re- 
move the intruding Indians. \ 


I have also addressed the commissioner of Indian affairs on 
the subject of Indian intrusions on the inhabitants of Wiscon- 
sin, and requested that an order may be directed from the war 
department for mounted troops for their removal. This mea- 
sure I deemed advisable, should the mounted troops now sta- 
tioned at Fort Atkinson not remove the intruding Indians with- 
out an order from the war department. mE 


The extinguishment of the Indian title to the Menomonee 
country is a subject of much interest, particularly that portion 
of their country bordering on the Fox and Wisconsin rivers. 
Owing to the proximity of the settlements to the Menomonee 
country, and the great accession to the population in northern 
Wisconsin during the past year, that country is now required 
for settlement and cultivation. Congress appropriated two 
thousand dollars to negociate a treaty with the Menomonees for 


their country. and it was expected that the treaty would have 
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been held during the past season. A resolution of the senate of 
the United States, of the third of March, 1842, prohibits pro- 
visions being made with Indians for the payment of debts by 
treaty stipulation. The commissioner of Indian affairs, in his 
annual report to the secretary of war, has expressed his views 
fully on the subject of holding a treaty with the Menomonee 
Indians, and concludes by stating that the department has been 
compelled, at least for the present, to abandon all idea of nego- 
tiating with the Menomonees. 


The organization of the militia of the territory I have consid- 
ered of the first importance for the protection of our frontier. 
Orders have been issued, through the office of the adjutant gen- 
eral, directing the commanding officers of regiments and sepa- 
rate battalions to enroll the militia of their several commands, 
and make their returns to that office; which would enable the 
adjutant general to make'a general rettirn of the militia of the 
territory to the adjutant general of the army, when the territory 
would be entitled to her quota of the public arms, under the act 
of congress of 1808: which would furnish a supply of arms 
for the volunteer companies, and a surplus to distribute to the 
militia in cases of emergency. The militia are the natural 
strength of the country; their strength and efficacy depends 
upon their organization and discipline. Wisconsin has an ex- 
tended frontier, and in the event of an Indian war would be 
more exposed than any other part of the United States; hence 
the absolute necessity for a prompt organization of her militia. 
The government is now engaged in a war with Mexico, and 
Wisconsin may be called on to furnish volunteers, and should 
be prepared, at all times, to meet the calls of the general govern- 
ment. 


The volunteers engaged in the Mexiean war have proven to 
foreign powers that our citizen soldiers are equal to any troops 
that have ever faced an enemy. I have always entertained the 
opinion that the standing of our government in the estimation of 
foreign powers greatly depends upon our knowledge of arms, 
and our willingness to use them on all proper occasions. 

Since the last annual session of the legislative assembly, Silas 
Wright, a great statesman of the Empire State of this Union, 
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has fallen by the hand of death, in the meridian of his life and 
usefulness to his country. When a member of the United 
States senate, he was an able supporter of the rights of the peo- 
ple of Wisconsin. He was in favor of a system of policy 
tending to promote her great agricultural and commercial inter- 
_ests. He was a firm patriot, 2 sagacious statesman, a friend of 
equal rights and universal freedom. For his self-sacrifice as a 
politician, for what he believed would promote the best interests 
of his country, he has justly been called the Cato of America. 
I respectfully recommend to the legislative assembly that a joint 
resolution of the council and house be passed, expressive of the 
high estimation in which the memory of Mr. Wright is held by 
the people of Wisconsin. This I deem a deserved tribute of 
respect to the memory of a great and-good man. 

The appropriation made by congress to defray the current 
expenses of the legislative assembly for the present fiscal year 
having in part been expended during the late special session, the 
unexpended balance is so limited in amount that the present 
session will necessarily be a short one. From the steps taken 
by the late convention for the organization of a state govern- 
ment, it would seem that the less legislation done at the present 
would best accord with the wishes of the people. 

The legislative assembly will have my co-operation in every 
well directed effort to promote the publie good. I trust your 
deliberations will be conducted in harmony and good feeling, 
and so as to best promote the prosperity of the people of Wis- 
consin. i

That they have had the subject under consideration, and find 
by an examination of the records of the legislative assembly for 
five years past, that there has been much legislative action on the 
subject of the unsettled claims of Daniel Baxter, as set forth in 
the said petition. It appears, in the session of 1843, that a joint 
resolution was passed by the legislative assembly authorizing à 
joint select committee to be appointed “to settle with Daniel 
Baxter for work doue on the capitol, and the following amend- 
ment was offered by Mr. Strong and adopted, to wit: “And 
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they be authorized to report by bill or otherwise." The said 
committee made their report on the 7th of April, 1843; in 
“which it appears that the committee disallowed and deducted 
from Mr. Baxter’s account $512 40, and then say, “if the com- 
mittee have judged correctly in their allowance'for eis work to 
Mr. Baxter, that the ‘territory is now indebted to him for extra 
work on the capitol the sum of $1,372 14;” “and that he has 
a claim on the territory of $1,477 80, for damages sustained by 
him in consequence of the depreciation of territorial bonds."' 
In relation to the justice of which the committee express no 
opinion, but only state that they are satisfied from evidence be- 
fore them that Mr. Baxter has sustained very heavy damages in 
consequence of the depreciation of the bonds, and that the de- 
preciation has been occasioned almost entirely by the course 
pursued by the present governor in his official proclamation in 
relation to the treasurer of the territory under whose adminis- 
tration the bonds were issued. 

The committee further say, “ it is proper, however, to re- 
mark that Mr. Baxter is not satisfied with the action of the said 
committee, but conceives that they should have allowed him a 
greater sum for extra work, and also have made him an allow- 
ance for the depreciation of the bonds." It would here be pro- 
per to state that the reason assigned by the said joint committee 
for not reporting for the action of the legislature, the amount to 
which Mr. Baxter might, upon investigation, be entitled for dam- 
` ages sustained by him on the said depreciated bonds was, that 
the resolution creating said joint committee, did not authorize 
them to act, only on one specific subject, and that was, to settle 
with Mr. Baxter for '* work done on the capitol.” It appears 
from an examination of the subject, that although several appli- 
cations have been made to the legislature since the report of the 
Joint select committee of April 7th, 1843, that nothing was done 
affecting the claim until the passage of a joint resolution, approved 
January 31, 1846, in the words following: ‘‘Resolved by the 
council and house of representatives of the territory of Wiscon- 
sin: That the territorial treasurer be, and he hereby is authorized 
‘and directed to pay over to Daniel Baxter, eight of the remain- 
“ing territorial bonds retained as the residuary amount of said 
contract. | Provided, That the said Baxter will reccive the same 
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in foll satisfaction and relinquishment for all unsettled claims, 
demands, or damages which he may have against the territory. 
It appears that Mr. Baxter accepted of the conditions contained 
in the above resolution, and received the eight bonds as speci- 
fied, and offered him as a condition of settlement, in said resolu- 
tion, and your committee do not feel justified in going beyond the 
said resolution in looking up elaims to be adjusted with Mr. Bax- 
ter. But the committee deem it proper to here say, that Mr. 
Baxter claims that the reasons for accepting the eight one hun- 
dred dollar bonds, as offered him by the resolution, was, that he 
was under the impression that the resolution had reference 
only to the '* tenseffled claim” for the loss he had sustained on 
the depreciated bonds, and into the settlement of which the joint 
select committer of the 7th of April, 1843, did not feel authori- 
zed by the language of the resolution creating the said committee, 
to enter. The sum of $1,872 14 which was reported by the

Your committee do not fecl authorized to decide whether the 
ground occupied by Mr. Baxter is tenable or not. If.the con- 
structions which he puts upon the subject under consideration is 
correct, and cau be sustained, then itfollows that the territory is 
still indebted to him in the sum of $1372 1£and the interest on 
the same si. zo 1543; but your-committee are of the opinion 
that if a plain, fair, common sense construction is given to the 
resolution of settlement of January 31st, 1846, it would deprive 
Mr. Baxter of any legal claim on the territory prior to the adop- 
tion of the said resolution.

These provisions of the law having been complied with, your 
committee deem that in order to claim any change of the law- re- 
lating to such location, the petitioners should be held to show that 
a majority of the people are in favor of such a change, or at least 
opposed to the present location. 

The petitions and remonstrances do not show this fact. There 
are presented to the legislature and referred to the committee, pe- 
titions embracing 412 names, and remonstrances sigued by 497 ; 3 
of the former the committee deduct 17 names, which, by-the 
carelessness or negligence of petitioners were signed to the dif- 
ferent petitions from two to five times each. Deducting :this 
number. from the whole, there would remain a majority of 102 
against any change of the law. 1 

But your committee feel bound to remark, that the manner in 
which signers to petitions and remonstrances are obtained by in- 
terested persons often precludes the idea of furnishing a correct 
expression of the popular will. In the case under consideration, 
ihe names of some 892 persons in the'several petitions and re- 
amonstrances, purporting to be residents of that county, whereas 
thé largest vote of that county as returned to the secretary’s of- 
fice, shows only 368 votes. It will be thus seen that the pro- 
portion between voters and population, in this case, would 
amount to nearly one in three of the whole population. 

. But in deciding this case the committee are met with a greater 
difficulty, i in the provisions of the 8th section of the 13th article 
of. the constitution. This section reads as follows; * No coun- 
ty seat shall be removed until the point to which it is ‘Proposed 
to. be removed shall be fixed by law, and a majority of the voters 
of the county ,voting on the question shall have voted in favor of 
its removal to such point." 

. Itis evident to the committee, that under this proviso, if the 
constitution shall be adopted, of which there new can hardly be a 
doubt, no law can be passed carrying out the prayer of the peti- 
tioners that would not be annulled by the constitution before its 
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provision could be made available to the county. It will bé seen. 
that the petitioners do not ask for a repeal of the present làws,.or 
a re-location of the county seat by the legislature ; but merely to. 


permit the people of that county to decide such location by vote. 
Hence the į passage of alaw granting such privilege would be- 


come a nullity upon the adoption of the constitution. 
` Your committee therefore beg leave to feport adversely to the 
prayer of the petitioners.

That by an act of the legislature, approved 3 Ist January, 1846, 
the exclusive privilege for ten. years was granted to James F. 
Chapman to “ build and maintain a ferry across Grant river, op- 
posite the town of Potosi, and across the Mississippi river from 
the south side of the island opposite the town of Potosi," that 
in pursuance of authority thus vested in him, it appears the 
grantee has established and put in operation the ferries contem- 
plated by the act, across the two rivers; that the public thorough- 
fare laid out and established by the county commissioners of 
Grant county, which serves to comunicate between these two fer- 
ries runs across the island, or gore of land, that divides the two 
rivers at this point. and on which the sixteenth (or school) section 
is situated. The section being a fractional one, and bounded on 
ihe south by the Mississippi river. This school section is thus 
bisected by the road in question, and the landing point of the fer- 
ry on the Mississippi is consequently on the school lands. 

Now the grievance of which Mr. Cole, the petitioner, com- 
plains, is the smallness of the amount paid by Mr. Chapman, 
the grantee, for his “ easement,” as technically termed in law— 
that is, his ferry privilege on the bank of the Mississippi; and 
the petitioner asks that the aet of the legislature conferring this 
privilege may be so amended as to admit of its being leased to 
the highest bidder, and thus enable the school fund to realize the 
largest practical amount of rentals from its lands. 

In further illustration of this case, your committee will state 
that it appears, from oral as well as written testimony, that this 
school section is wet marsh, inundated a portion of the year, 
and eonsequeutiv, as Mr. Cole himself admits, “of no earthly 
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benefit except for the privilege of keeping a ferry upon it.” 
And it further appears that the grantee of the ferry privilege has 
himself almost wholly construcied the road that communicates 
between his ferry on Grant river, (where he owns the land on 
hoth sides,) and that on the Mississippi, where he occupies a 
few rods of the school section for ferry purposes ; and that the 
construction of this road across the school land, and the esta- 
blishing and maintenance of the ferry, are the circumstances 
which alone give any value to this school section. 

Your committee ought further to remark in this connection, 
that they had before them a memorial from Messrs. C. M. 
Hewett and Cyrns K. Lord, the other two school commission- 
ers of Snake Hollow school town, in which those gentlemen 
express a desire that no amendment may be made to the law 
of- 1846, which will operate as a virtual repeal of Mr. Chap- 
man's privilege gf maintaining the ferry in question. 

And as your committee have no hesitation in saying that the 
prayer of the petitioner could not be granted without virtually 
repealing ‘said law. and consequently rendering the grantee’s 
ferry privilege as worthless as was the school section previous- 
ly to the value that was imparted to it by his labor and enter- 
prise, they recommend that no further action be had in this mat- 
ter, and ask to be discharged from any further consideration ef 
the subject.

It appears further, by the testimony before the committee, that 
ihe petitioner was always pecfliarly and ardently attached to 
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his wife, Jane Sampson—was extremely kind and pleasing to 
her during all her abberations from conjugal fidelity and virtue, 
and gently used all the persuasive means in his power to reclaim 
her, and bring her back to virtue and happiness; and after he 
found that it was all in vain, that she was forever lest to him and 
to virtue, he fled to this country a broken-hearted and disconso- 
late man, and now seeks of this honorable body the only relief 
that can be afforded him, a dissolution of the legal bonds that 
bind him to her. 


It appears further, by the testimony before the committee? that 
the said Jane Sampson possesses the most singular compound of 
impudence and good nature that was ever encircled by a fillet- 
string or wrapt up under the folds of a petticoat. She very good 
naturedly tells her husband that she “loves Maxwell Thomp- 


son better than she ever loved him," and that she shall never 
live^with him, the said Charles W. Sampson, any more, in any 
place or under any circumstances, and advises him 1o take it 
good-naturedly, and not blame her paramour, the said Maxwell 
Thompson, for *'she is the only one to blame” for the wrong 
that they together may have done him, the said Sampson. She 
says ''she regrets, on Charley's account,” that things are cir- 
cumstanced just as they are, but says the thing has been done, 
and hopes Charley will be reconciled to it. 


In view of all these aggravating circumstances, your commit- 
tee are constrained to recommend the bill before them to the 
favorable consideration of the council.

REPORT: 


That said petitioner is a resident of the county of Grant, and- 
is twenty-eight years of age. On the fourth day of December, 
A. D. 1846, he was married to Rebecca Sloan of the same coun- 
ty, who was twenty-four. From the petitions and aceompany- 
ing documents, it appears that the wife of the petitioner was 
what might be called “ free and easy,” in several respects that 
will hereafter appear, and that he was most greviously imposed 
upon in this mismos connexion, which he now seeks to 
dissolve. 

The prospect of a happy careerthat dawned brightly upon 
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this union, was by adverse fate soon beclouded. "The parties 
after residing together in all the felicity of newly pledged love, 
for the space of two months—two little months, separated to 
meet no more. 

The petition and proofs show that the recreant Rebecca, at 
the period last mentioned, in so short a time after having pligh- 
ted her faith at the hymenial alter, without any just cause or 
sprovocation peremptorily refused, longer to cohabit with the 

' petitioner, a refusal, in which, after repeated and urgent solici- 
tations on the part of her husband, she strenuously and obstina- 
tely persisted. But while this vagrant specimen of poor fallen 
nature, stubornly refused to admit her legitimate lord to her 
delicate society, or auy participation in herloving embraces, we 
are assured, that so free and easy was she in her manners to 
strangers, that she readily and willingly admitted them to those 
delicate pleasures that belonged exclusively to her husband. 

The testimony further shows that this gentle Rebecea in so 
brief a period had usurped the reigns of government of their 
joint household, where she assumed entire ‘control, and boast- 
ingly said of her confiding Edwin, “she had bundled up his 
clothes and told him to travel," an order, which it appears, he 
had the good sense and discretion implicity to obey. From that 
time te this no further connexion has existed between the par- 
ties. 

This treacherous Rebecca, after havingthus blighted the pros- 
pects of her husband, and dashed the cup of bliss from his lips 
—after turning him abroad, like an unmated bird, to wander 
alone on the world's wide stage, as herself like a star “ that 
falls to rise no more,’’ sunk into one of those nameless recepta- 
cles of debauchery and vice, that are found in the polluted pre- 
cincts of cities—and that invite the unwary to disease and death. 

Such are the statements set forth in this petition, some of 
which are supported bv proof, and others -stated upon hearsay 
and belief. Your committee do not design to underrate the 
grievances of the petitioner, but conclude by saying, that the 
parties and the subjeet matters are within the proper jurisdic- 
tion of our courts, from which the petitions upon proper appli- 
cations and due proof can obtain full and perfect relief; and to 
which, in our opinion he should resort for a restoration to those 
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rights from which he has been defrauded. We ask therefore to 
be discharged from the further consideration of the subject.

By the motion whieh you have just agreed to, we are reminded tliat 
our labors as representatives of the people of Wisconsin territory have 
been brought to a close, and it becomes my duty to pronounce this 
house adjourned without day. This, though a formal duty, fills me 
with mingled emotions of.pleasure and pain ;—pleasure, that we are 
each and all about to return to the enjoyments of our homes. and fami- 
lies, and to mingle again in the social circles of our friends and rela- 
tives—feelings which I think are entertained by every member of this 
housé, and for a sacrifice of which publie honors, be they.ever so ex- 
alted, are but poor and inadequate compensation. So far as allusions 
are made by me of a painful character, I wish to be understood as re- 
ferring to the solemn fact, that in all human probability we are soon to 
part, many of us perhaps never again to meet this side of eternity. 

Perhaps no legislative assembly that has preceded this, since the or- 
ganization of a territorial governnment for Wisconsin, has pérformed 
half the amount of labor in the same length of time, that has been ac- 
complished at this session of the legislature. Many of the laws 
passed are of great importance to the people, and all have been de- 
manded by them. One of the laws passed at this session will, in my 
opinion, cause the members of this body to be remembered by the 
people of Wisconsin with feelings of pride and satisfaction: I refer to 
the act of the legislature rescinding the repudiating resolutions passed 
at the session of 1841—42. Without stopping to inquire into the le- 
gality or causes of the unsettled outstanding bonds against the territo- 
ry, it was enough for us to know that the faith of the territory was 
pledged for their payment, and that we were morally, if not legally, 
bound for their redemption. By this act of the legislature the foul 
blot of repudiation has been wiped out from our public record ; and I 
trust that e're the sun of the present day'shall have passed the west- 
ern horizon, the people of Wisconsin will have proclaimed, through 
the ballot box, that she has, taken her place by the side of the great 
states of this union—free, sovereign, and independent. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, permit me to tender you my sincere thanks 


for the courteous and gentlemanly bedring that has characterized your 
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intercourse with each other, and with- myself; and for the kind indul- 
gence that you have at all times extended to me whilst in; the discharge 
of my duties as “presiding officer of the SE I shall ever ae the 
most grateful remembrance.

OF THE SELEÓY COMMITTEE ON THE MILWAUKEE AND ROCK RIVER CANAL, 


The select committee to which was referred the memorial of "the 
Milwaukee and Rock river canal company, respectfully i 


REPORT: 


- 


"T'hatafter a careful consideration of the subject referred to them, 
they have agreed upon a bill to provide for 2 settlement with the Mil- 
waukee and Rock river canal company, which is herewith submitted, 
and tecommended to the favorable action of the house, 

As the subject is of an important and somewhat complicated char- 
acter, involving the rights and interests of several distinct parties, and 
growing out-of laws and a policy adopted at an early stage of our ter- 
ritorial existence, which may not.be fully understood by the legisla- 
ture, and by: the present population of the territory, your committee 
have thought proper to submit some of the faets and arguments by 
which they have arrived at their conclusions. . 

By an act'of the legislative assembly, approved January 5th, 1838, 
the Milwaukee and Rock-river.canal company-was incorporated, and 
by séction 6, of said act, “said corporation” are empowered Fto con- 
struct, maintain, and contine a navigable canal or slack water nayiga- 
tion from the town of Milwaukee to Rock river.” . The provisions of 
this section, together with those of sections 7, 8, and 9, give ihe com- 
pany full power over the subject of the canal. The rights conferred 
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on the company are perpetual, and their powers extend to, and aver . 
all the works which shall be made on the canal, subject only to a lim- 
itation of time, within which the same shall be done, and to. the condi- 
tional right of purchase reserved to the futare state. ‘This act was ap- 
proved by “the assent of congress,” expressly given, and the rights 
and powers of the company were fully recognized and confirmed. 

By section 23, of the same act, it is further provided : “and the said 
corporation arë hereby authorized to apply to congress for such an 
appropriation, in money or lands, to aid in the construction of the 
works authorized by this act, as congress in its wisdom shall see pro- 
per to grant.” eat 

In pursuance of this authority, the company applied to congress for 
a grant of land to aid in constructing the canal, and an act was passed 
for that purpose, approved June 18th, 1888, entitiéd “aw act to grant 
a quantity of land to the territory of Wisconsin, for the purpose of 
aiding in opening a canal, to connect the waters of Lake Michigan 
with those of Rock river.” 

It is provided by section 1 of said aet, ‘that there be, and hereby 
is granted to the territory of Wisconsin, for the purpose of aiding in 
opening a canal, to unite the waters of lake Michigan, at Milwaukee, 
with those of Rock river, all the land heretofore not otherwise dppró- 
priated or disposed of, in those sections and fractional seetions, which 
are numbered with odd numbers on the plats of the public surveys, . 
within the breadth of five full sections on each side of the main yqute 
ofsaid-caual. from one end thereof to the other; and the said land, so 
granted’ io aid in the construction of said canal, shall be subject to the 
disposal of the legislature of tbe said territory, for the purpose afore- 
said, and no other.” E 
' By section 2,:it is further provided that the Governor af- he territo- 
Ty, of “such other person or persons as Shall be appointed for the pur- 
“pose, under the authority of the legislature of the territoryy =- 4 7 
shall have power te sell or cofvey the whole or any part of sdid.Jands, 
at a price not less than two dollars and fifty cents per acre, and to give 
a title in fee simple therefor,” &oc. My e 

(By these . provisions the title to said lands was e fully granted ta the 
‘territory, as a trustee or agent, with full power 1o ‘sell and. dispose Of 
ahe sarie, and to'apply the proceeds thereof in aid of the construction 
‘ofthe canal, but for no-other purpose whatever. And by section. 8, 
the legislature is further em powered to aid directly in the constructian 
_of said canal, by borrowing mony for that al upon. pledge of 
‘the said lands. ` 2 Oe 
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"The territory, by its legislature, aecepted this grant as ais and. 
ed üpón.the execution of thè trist confided to iti Foo OR a 
« Hy'amset approved Febrnary 12th, 1880, entitled “an act to ‘pros 
vide-foraiditig:in.the construction of the Milwaukee and Rock rivet 
canal,” provision is made for the sale of the lands; æ loan of $50,000: 
is aüfliófized, and the proceeds of the sale-of lands pledged for its 
payment; and ‘aboard of commissioners is established, consisting of 
an acting commissioner, a tegister and receiver, who are constituted’ 
agents: òf the- territory, to aaoi the-work on the caval, to Sell 
the land, ‘receive, keep, and disburse the fimds, and protect the interests 
of the territory, us connected ‘with the operations of the .company. 
Further provision was made by the legislature for carrying out the 
trust, by the peso of “an act to amend" the former làw, approvel 
Januarg.11th, 1840,: Also, by the passage of “an act supplementary- 
to the. several aets ATE to the Milwaukee and Rock river canal,’ 
approved February 12ih, 1841, whereby a loan of $100,000 was au- 
thorized, ‘to aid in the construction of said canal. And, also, still fur- 
ther, by the passage of “an act in addition to an act vp 
&c:, approved Feb. 19th, 1841. i 

“By all these acts, from the 5th af January, 1883, to the 19th Feb: 
ruary, 1841, it is apparent that the legislature did authorize the compa- 
ny in explicit terms, to apply for, and obtain the grant, and that when 
so obtained the legislature did accept of it as a trustee, and did enter 
upon the discharge of the trusts copado to it x Congress i in said 
grant. 

By referefice to these several acts of Constan and the territorial 
legislature, it will thus far be seen, that the several parties had become 
interested im the tonétruction and ownership of the canal; the United 
States, the grantor of the lands—the’ territory, the creator of the come 
pany; and the trustee holding said landsin trust—and the company 
the cestui que trust, being the owners of- the canal, and equitably inp 
Owriérs of sdid land or the proceeds thereof. 

* Tt appears from evidence submitted to former legislatures, that thé 
canal company, in. pursuance of powers in them vested proceeded in the 
fall of 1838, and spring of 1839, to locate the canal line and let-out to . 
contractors a portion ofthe work. They also prepared portions of the 
‘line for letting at the western termination or Rock river; also between 
Nagawicka and Nemahbin lakes and at Redford’s run; the letting of 
which to ¢entractors, was only delayed until aloan should be effected 
as authorized by law; or until funds should be otherwise obtained from . 
the lands adequate to the purpose. 
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It further appears, that in the summer of 1839, a large .amouni of 
the lands were sold on u long credit, thg proceeds of which had by law. 
been pledged for the payinent af any loan that might be contracted on - 
the security af such pledge. But owing to the deranged state of the 
monetary affairs ef the country, or for other causes all efforts for the 
negotiation of an adequate loan, appear to have been nearly unsuccess- 
ful. With the aid thus obtained, the company with its own means, 
went on and a-portion of the canal was completed. 

Thus matters eontinued until the succeeding sessiom of 1841-42, 
when the causes just alluded to, and others, perhaps not apparent to 
the committee, seemed to have induced a change of policy in the legis- 
lature, At that session an act was passed, remitting the interest due 
from purchasers of lands, whieh had been previously, by the act of 
January 1Hh, 1840, specifically appropriated to carrying on the work 
of the canal, in the event thata loan should not be effected, thereby 
depriving the work of the benefit of this appropriation; and simulta- 
neously with the passage of this act, resolutions were adopted rejecting 
a loan which had been made, and also withdrawing the territory from 
a further discharge of its duties as a trustee, declaring that the duties 
of trustee had been imposed upon it by congress, withoutits consent, 
requesting congress to take back the gtant of land, declaring in sub- 
stance that the work wes impracticable and beyond the means of the 
territory or company to accomplish ; and in fine that it would no lon- 
ger act as trustee, or aid by means of said grant the further prosecution 
ofsaid work. But egngress did not, and could not approve the action 
of the legislature, for reasons apparent from a reference to its proceed- 
ings. 

It refused to assent to a retrocession of the lands as requested by the 
legislature. A very able report was submitted by the committee on 
public lands, showing conclusively that they had become a trust estate 
and that congress could not make any other disposition of them, with- 
out the consent of the canal company, as one, party interested in the 
grant, the consent of all the parties interested being necessary to a 
change of the grant; and as expressing clearly the opinion of the com- 
mittee on this subject, the following resolution was submitted : 

Resolved, “ That congress ought not to interfere with the act of ces- 
sion, without the consent of the Milwaukee and Rock river canal com- 
pany." 

Tn order that the house may fully understand the views taken by the 
committee of congress on public lands, herein referred to, your eommit- 
- tee have thought proper to append the same to this report, - 


‘ APPENDIX  ' 327: 


Neither did congress approve the action of the legislature in rejecting 
the bonds which had been negotiated on account of the canal fund, but, 
on the contrary, a report was submittéd by the committee on eie 
in which they declare that “after due examination of the case, | * -# 
they afe uiable to see any satisfactory grounds, why the territory of 
Wisconsin should persist in pronouncing said bonds to be null and void, 
and they are, therefore, persuaded to believe that some arrangement 
will be made, as they think it certainly ought to be for the payment of 
the same, either out of the proceeds of former sales, or out of the lands 
yet remaining to be sold. 

But in the mean time, this adverse and illegal action of the legisla- 
ture had effectually arrested the progress of the canal. ‘Nor was this 
action of the legislature founded upon any improper action of the canal 
company, either evidentor imputed. It never had been, nor was it 
then charged or pretended, so far as your committee can learn, that 
the company had not faithfully discharged all the duties and trusts de- 
volving on it. Yet, although no fault had been, imputed to the compa- 
ny, this unlooked for action of the legislature ' worked a serious injury 
to it and to the tract of country bordering on the line of the canal, It 
had exhausted its own means in the commencement of the work, rely- 
ing upon the canal fund for the means of its further and successful 
prosecution. This being cut off, there was no alternative but to arrest 
the work, asit was the main reliance for so far completing the work 
as to induce private capital to embark in it. 


By the action of congress, as has been seen, the canal fund was left 
just where it had been placed originally, in the hands of the territory, 
and the legislature subsequently resumed its office of trustee. By an 
act approved February 24th, 1845, entitled “an act to authorize a fur- 
ther sale of the canal lands and for other purposes," the legislature re- 
assumed full jurisdiction and control over the lands, authorised a sale 
of the same, and provided for the appointment of a Register and Re- 
ceiver to sell the same, and to receive and keep the revenues arising 
from such sale, It reduced the minimum price to $1,25 per acre, to 
be paid in cash, instead of giving along credit as in the former act, 
subjeet however, to the approval of congress. 

On the 3d of February, 1840, joint resolutions of the two houses of 
the legislature were passed, whereby it was provided that “all monies, 
which may arise from any sale ofthe canal lands shall be paid into 
the territorial treasury, and when so paid, shall be liable for all debts 
due from said territory" and also, “so much thereof as shall be neces- 
sary is ippropriated to the payment of the expenses of holding a con- 
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‘vention ‘to fotm aconstitution," &e; and lastly, providing that the mo- ` 
uey so-upplied should be in the nature ofa loan; pledging the faith of . 
‘the territory and state of Wisconsin to repay the same "fo, the said 
canal fund," = = * “whenever the same shall be xequired for 
the purpose of executing the trust ereated by congress in. making the 
‘canal grant,” &e, And by “an att tù amend an act entitled an act $p 
authorize a further sale of the canal lands and for other purposes,” gp- 
proved February 8th, 1847, it is ‘provided that the minimum price of 
these lands shall bé reduced to $1,25 per acte, unconditionally, and al« 
‘go, that all bonds and ‘twortgages which had been previously given, 
should be:discharged ‘by the payment of the same amount per acre, 
thereby excercising all the power over the disposal of said lands, that 
congress could have done if the grant had never been made. 

' In pursuance of the above recited acts andresolutions, a large amount 
of the land has been sold and the proceeds deposited im the territorial 
treasury. The same has been paid out to discharge debts of the terri- 
tory, to the amount, as is believed, of some $25,000 to $30,000 of in- 
debtedness, and also defray the expenses of two conventions, to the 
amount of some $50,000 or upwards, making in allan aggregate. of 
some $80,000 or upwards, for which, by the terms of said acts and 
resolutions, the State of Wisconsin, will beindebted to the canal fund, 
and which the faith of this state stands pledged to refund. 

From alt the foregoing, it is apparent thatthe territory has entire con- 
trol over the canal lands and the canal fund, as trustee—that the 
canal company is the legal owner of the canal and all its works, and 
is the only party interested that in. the present posture of affairs, can 
demand a further execution of the trust. . 

With these facts in view, it must be admitted on all hands, io bó de- 
sirable for the territory and future state, io obtain asurrender of the 
conipany's charter, thereby extinguishing the interest of one party, and 
the only one that can demand a further execution of the trust, or at 
present require a re-payment of the sums loaned of the canal fund, as 
aforesaid, An alliance between a state and a private corporation, is 
always more or less embarrassing, and sound policy would seem to 
dictate that a setilement of this matter should be made at once, so that 
after the admission of the state it would be unineumbered by this long 
pending and difficult subject. 

. In-order to illustrate fully the policy which the committee has adopt- 

ed, of- providing at this time, for a settlément with the canal company, 

Jet us go a step further and examine what will be the relative position 

of the state and the company upon the admission of Wisconsin into-the 
union, and also the powers which the territory now possesses over it. 
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‘Andy i in ‘the first place; the State cannot act as trustee, but solely : as! 
priücipál; and it ean only Become principal by expressly assenting to^ 
the terms of the grant, by which terms alone it can aequire thesé lands ' 
in fee, and the proceeds arising from them as owner for a specified ob. ' 
ject and for no other purpose whatever. By section five, of the act ‘of 
Congress, it is provided * *, * # # “whenever the territory of. 
Wisconsin shall be admitted into the union asa ‘state, the lands Hereby, 
granted for the construction. of said canal, or “such : part thereof as may- 
not have been already sold and applied to that object under the direc- _ 
tion of the territorial government, shall vest in the state- of Wisconsin ` 
ta be disposed of under such regulations as the legislature thereof may - 
provide, the proceeds of the sale to be applied: to the’ construction, of 
the said canal, or of such part thereof as. may- not have been comple- - 
ted." Provision is farther made in-this section, that the state, shall 
have an interest in the canal equal to the amount, of land sold and.ap- 
plied to its construction. By section six, it is further provided x

* # “the said State of Wisconsin shall be held responsible to the 
United States * * * forall moneys received upon the sale of the 
whole or any part of the said land * * * if the said main canal 
shall not be commenced within three years, and completed ‘within ten 
years," &c, -And itis further provided by section seven, * * ^ 
“Tn order to render’ effectual the provisions of this aet, the legislature , 
of the state to be erected or admitied gut of the territory now eom" | 
prised i in Wisconsin Territory, east of the Mississippi, shall give their, p 
assent to. the same, by act to be duly passed.” 2A 
“Fro these enactments, itis obvious that the state can in one way 
only become interested in the lands and acquire any control over the. 
subject of the canal, either in regard to its management. or the dispo- 
sal of the land, or of the funds derived from the sale of the same; and 
that is by an unconditional acceptance of the grant, subject to all the 
conditions above recited. .But were it possible for the staté to accept . 
said grant, it would be obviously impolitie for it to do so, for while it. 
could gain nothing by so doing, it would at once assunie a larger direct . 
liability tó the United States, and would be subject to the power of the 
company, to compel the ‘proper disposal of the canal fund, and the 
re-payment of all moneys borrowed from it. But we hold that it is iow - 
impossible for the state to accept said grant according to itseonditions, ` 
for the reason that two of those conditions cannot now be_.complied. 
with. One of these,is, that the land should not be sold for less, than - 
$2,50 per acre; and inasmuch as a large proportion of said land has 
been sold for $1,25 per acre, this condition cannot be complied with,

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The other is, that ihe canal. should. be completed in ten yenis fror ` 
the date of the act, or the state be liable to the United States for the 
price fdr which the land was sold, not less than $2, 50 per ace, which ` 
is now also impossible, as the ten years will expire on the 18th June 
next, only h few days; after the assembling of the ‘first state legislature. : 
It is, therefore, clear, that the state cannot accept the grant, And cannot “ 
therefore acquire any, interest iù the calal nor in ilio canal "aridis, nor’ 
the canal funds. Atthe same time the company would atqiie the" 
absolute ownership of the canal, and be clothed with full power | to com> 
pel the proper'application of the remaining lands, through some other 
trustee that might be appointed, by the o United States, or some propt ^ 
judicial tribunal, and to require of the state, upon its plighted faith; to 
repay to the vanal fund the money borrowed théreffom for territorial 
and state uses. The siate would be compelled, by the constitution now” 
about to be adopted, to provide for the payment of that debt within 
five ‘years from the time of its adoption. ` ) 


We hold that nothing short of a surrender or - extingdishmeént of the 
canal company’s claret can release the state frem its obligation thus 
to repay this acknowledged debt to the canal fünd, and this the súite 
has no power to effect. But inthe event of such surrender or extin- 
guishment, the state would be released from siich existing obligation, 
and would be accountable only to the United States. It has been al- 
ready sufficiently shown that three parties were primáry interested in 
the canal and canal fund—the United States, the territory or State of 
Wisconsin and the canal company. With tlie termination of the ter- 
ritorial government, its powers will cease; and these powers caniiiot 
be taken up by the state government for the reasons already given.— : 
The only remaining parties will be the United States and the. compas 
ny. If, however. previously to the termination of the ‘territorial gov- 
ernment, the legislature shall obtain a surrender of the company’s char 
ter, the company will no longer remain a party ; and the only remain- 
ing party will be the United States. By such surrender the rights of 
the canal company will be extinguished ; the canal fund, as’ ‘such, will’ 
be also extinguished ; the said fund and lands and all the canal prop- 
erty will revert to the general government--all obligations relative to 
the canal, will be obliterated on the part of the original parties, and 
the whole subject will be disencumbered of all the difficulties that now 
surround it. 

Weare aware that it has been.the generally received opinion that 
no party but the state could become the purchaser or assignee of the 
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‘eanal ad ils property, and itis in this. „poing, that - we have heen “thas 
fag considering the subject, We think that it has been manifestly 
shown that a great advantage would be gained, to the state by obtain- 

“ing at this time 2. surrender of the company 's. charter, although.. the 
state should not acquire, (as it could in no event now acquire) from 
_the company, ihe canal property. The whole matter would be placed 
` inthe hands of-the United States alone, who. eould, dispose of it as

“the several states for the $35,000,000, inl with them penus to 
‘the demands of the government. It would be a new thing in the his- 
tory ef the United, States, "Tor them to demand a debt of any 
state, and in this case it would be unjust, as, ‘the indebtedness has been 
incurred in a great degree, io defray expenses fac should: have. 
been paid out of the treasury of the United | States. Indeed, there is 
no reason to doubt that upon a simple request congress would atonce 
release all claim against the state, and devote to it the canal and all its 
works, Or, should the government see fit to sell the canal with the 
privileges belonging to it, it is believed that i would be able to realize 
from such sale, at least $50 ,000, and probably $ 360, 000 could be ob- 
tained for it, if a credit were given with seven per cent. interest. - 

But there is another point of wiew which your committee would pre- 
sent, as showing still more conclusively the policy of the territory to 
obtain at this time un, extinguishment of the charter and, the rights of 
the canal company.. ©- ” 


While the state could not, if it would, become: the purchaser of the 


` canal property, and while if it could. become such. ae it would be 


highly impolitie for it do 80, On account of the embarrassment and lia- 
bilities it would devolve upom it, it i$ the opinion of the committee that 
the territory can become itself at this time the purchaser of said 
propegty without 1 incurring any suth difficulties à itself or to the fu- 
ture’ state. By reference, to the, et of congress it will be perceived 
that the 5th, 6th, and 7th sections of said act contemplate the case of 
the purchase of said canal by the future state, in pursuance of the pro- 
visions contained in the 23d Section of the charter of the company, 
and fix the duties and liabilities of the state in that event: They con: 


template the case of an optional purchase by the state against the will 
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and without the consent of the company ;. and were designed to secure 
the prosécution of the work by the state, and to prevént any misap- 
plication of the lands’ or funds’ from the’ specific purpose ‘for which 
‘they. were originally given. But by the 9th séction it is “provided, 
“That the assent of congress is hereby given to ‘the act of. the territo- 
rial legislature of Wisconsin entitled * an act to incorporate the Mil- 
waukee and Rock river canal company, ' subject to the preceding mad- 
ifications and to.the following provision : that in estimating the princi- 
pal sum and interest to be paid by the said territory or the future state 
of Wisconsin to the stockholders of said canal, a credit shall be given 
to the territory or state for all dividends received by the said stock- 
‘holders prior to the extinguishment of their interest in the said canal, 
in-the mode peericed by the twenty-third section of the said act of i in- 
corporation.” Under these provisions it may be well contended that 
the territory may upon a full settlement with the'company and by 
their free consent iE from ther before an actual surrender of their 
charter, an absolute grant of the canal aud all its privileges. Tt would 
thus receive a full consideration for all that it is called upon to pay. 
The property thus aequired would by the constitution pass into the 
hands of the future state. Should this property be thus acquired, and 
the charter and rights of the canal company be thus extinguished, the 
state will derive a direct adyantage therefrom of some $140,000, ine 
stead of entering the union with a debt impending over it of some 
$80,000 or upwards. 

There is still another point to which your commitiee would direct 
the attention of the house. The convention recently assembled fo 
frame a constitution for the state of Wisconsin, have appended to that 
document certain resolutions for the approval of congress, by which 
they ask that the canal lands remaining unsold may be considered a 
part of the 500,000 acres of land to which the state will be entitled on 
its admission into the union, and that.the same may be appropriated 
to school purposes. From what has been before shown it is apparent 
that congress cannot consistently, and would not if remonstrated against 
by the canal company, consent to any such action. If in 1842 con- 
gress determined upon the express request of the legislature that it 
‘could not accept a retrocession of said lands without the assent of the 
canal company, they being the party beneficially interested, there ‘is 
no reason to suppose that while. the company is still in existence con- 
gross will without the same assent consent to any other diversion of 
the lands frum the purpose to which they were originally dedicated.

extinguishing at once the rights and i ‘interests of the company. It will 
disembarráss. congress from favorable action upon a measure of the 
highest iinportance to the state. ' 

Thus far the committee have only discussed tlie principle ‘and policy 
‘involved in thé maiter subrhitted to them. On-this branch of the sub- 
ject théy would remark’ in conclusion, that the conelüsions théy have: 
dratvn seeni to have been approved by the: legislature: at its: last ses- 
Sion, by*the payment ot. of tlie canal fimd of $10,000 te-John -An- 
derson, for à debt contraeted by 0 the canal company for worl done om 
“the canal. 

It only remains to consider the amount wliiclr. ouglit to be-allowed 
to ‘the canal ‘company, and the. conditions on which if> ‘shall pe:

committee on publie lands, submitted the following | 
j 


REPORT: 


The committee on public lands, to whom were referred the memo- 
rial of the council and house of representatives of the territory of 
Wisconsin, and also a remonstrance of the Milwaukee and Rock river 
canal company, on the subject of the grant of lands heretofore made 
to aid in the construction of said canal, beg leave to report : 

The importance of the subject referred to them, the proper presenta- 
tion of: the question involved, and the rights and interests of the par- 
ties concerned, have induced them to make a careful examination of 
ihe several statutes relating to the construction of this canal; and in 
order to show clearly the grounds upon which they have come to a 
conclusion adverse to the objects aimed at by the memorialists, they 
will give a brief history of the legislative action upon the subject, 

By an act approved the 5th January, 1838, the territorial legislature 
created a private corporation, by the name and style of the “ Milwau- 
kee and Rock River Canal Company,” conferring upon all such per- 
sons as should become stockholders in said company the eustomary 
powers, rights, privileges, and franchises possessed by such corpora- 
tion, and authorizing it “ to construct, maintain and continue a naviga- 
ble canal or slack-water communication from the town of Milwaukee 
to Rock river, on such route and of such dimensions; and to terminate. 
at such point as should be determined on by such corporation.” Soon 

The capital stock was to be $100,000, but might be increased to a 
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sun not-exceeding $1 000,000, “under the divertion of the directors 
of said corporation.” : 

The act also-required the éOrpardSon to commence the work in 
three years from the time of its passage, in default whereof the privi- 
Jeges granted by the charter were declared to be forfeited. It also 
authorizes the company to erect to]l-houses, and collect such. tolls as 
should, from time to time, be prescribed by the territorial or the state 
legislature, and to borrow any sum of money which might in their 
discretion be necessary for the prosecution of the work. 

It expressly declares (Sec. 23) “ That the future state of Wisconsin, 
at any time after its admission into the union, shall have the right to 
purchase and hold, for the use of the state the eanal herein authorized 
io be. constructed, by paying the said corporation the amount actually 
expended in the construction and the repairs of the same, together 
with interest not exceeding seven. per cent: Provided, however, ‘That 
in case the congress of the United States shall make any donation, eith- 
er in land or money, in aid of the construction of the work by this act 
authorized, the right to the same shall vest in said state whenever the 
said, transfer of the said canal shall be made; and the nett proceeds of 
all sales of land, and the amount of all. money so appropriated or do- 
nated, shall be deducted from the amount to be paid to the said cor- 
poration for the transfer of said works to the state. And the said cor- 
poration is hereby authorized to apply to congress for such an appro- 
priation, in money or lands, to aid in the construction of the works au- 


thorized by this act, as congress in its wisdom shall see proper to 
grant.” 


This reservation to the safe of Wisconsin to purchase out the rights 
ofthe company, constitutes the only limitation to the duration of the 
privileges granted by the charter; and until their rights are thus extin- 
guished, it is plain that the legislative authority cannot divest the com- 
pany of the rights thus granted. 

In pursuance of this charter, a company was formed and organized, 
and in the spring of 1838, the president and directors presented to con- 
gress a respectful and able memorial, praying thata grant of land might 
-be made for the benefit of this canal, similar to sundry grants of land 
heretofore made to aid the states of Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, in the 
construction of canals in those states. ` 

This application was favorably considered by congress, and on the 
18th of June, 1838, an act was approved which “granted to the territo- 
ty of Wisconsin, for the purpose of aiding in opening a canal to unite 
the waters of Lake Michigan, at Milwaukee, with those of Rock riv- 
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‘er, between the point of intersection with said river and the line divi- 

ding townships seven and eight and the lake Koshkonong, all the land 
heretofore not otherwise appropriated or disposed of in those sections 
‘and fractional sections, which are numbered with odd numbers on the 
plats of the public surveys, within the breadth of five full sections, ta- 
ken in north and south or east and west tiers, on each side of the main 
route of said canal, from one end thereof to the other, and reserving the 
even numbered sections to the United States ;" and declaring that “the 
land'so granted, to aid in the construction of said canal, shall be sub- 
ject to the disposal of the legislature of the territory, for the purpose 
aforesaid, and for no other.” The act then proceeds to direct that, 
“as soon as the main route of the canal should be definitely located and 
established, agreeably to the act of the legislature of said territory, in- 
'corporating the Milwaukee and Rock river canal cpm pony," the gov- 
ernor of the territory should transmit a plat of the route to the cóm- 
missioner of the general land office, who was required to ascertain the 
particular lands granted, and transmit a list of the same to the gover- 
nor, who, or some other person duly authorized by the territorial legis- 
lature, or state legislature, after the admission of the state into the 
Union, was empowered to “sell the whole or any part of the land so 
‘granted, at a price not less than $2 50 an acre, and to give title in fee 
simple therefor.” 

The remaining or even sections reserved to the United States were 

“exempted from the pre-emption right, and were not to be sold at less 

than $2,50 per acre; and in case the sum of $2,50 per acre could not 
be obtained for the odd sections within five years from the first sale 
attempted to be made, the territorial or state legislature was authorized 
to reduce their minimum price. 

The act also expressly gives the assent of congress to the charter 
granted by the territorial legislature to the Milwaukee and Rock river 
canal company, subject to the following modifications: 

Ist. “ That, whenever the territory of Wisconsin shall be admitted 

‘into the union as a state, the lands hereby granted for the construction 
of the said canal, or such parts thereof as may not have been already 
sald and applied to that object, under the direction of the territorial gov- 
ernment, shall vest in the state of Wisconsin, to be disposed of under 
such regulations as the legislature thereof may provide; the proceeds 
of sales to be applied to the construction of said canal, or of such parts 
thereof as may have been completed; and the state of Wisconsin 
shall be entitled to hold, in virtue of the grant hereby made, as many 
-shares of the stock of the said canal as shall be equivelant to the aggre=~

gate of all the sums of money arising from the nett proceeds ofthe 
sales of the said lands; and appliéd to the construction.of this canal, 
anything. in the charter of the Milwaukee and Rock river canal compas 
ny notwithstanding, and shall be entitled to the same dividends on said 
` stock as any, other stockholder, and in the event thatthe said state shall 
make no other adequate/provision for purchasing out the residue’ of the 
stock of the said canal, the dividends of the state stock hereby acquit 
ed, andal other proceeds of the sales of the lands hereby granted, 
shall constitute 2 fund, and be applied to the extinguishment of the 
elaims of all other stockholders, until the entire stock vested in the cg- 
nal shall have been acquired by the state ;" and 

Qd. That in estimating the principal sum and interest to be: ree 
hy the said territory or the future state of Wisconsin, to the stockhol- 
ders of said eanal;a credit shall be given to the territory or state, for 
all dividends received by said stockholders prior to the extinguishment 
of their interest in the said canal, it the mode provided for in the 28d: 
section of said act of incorporation." 

It is to be observed that neither the charter nor the act of congress: 


approving it, gives to the territory any power to purchase out the cor- 
‘porate rights of the eompany without its consent. That. power is 
plainly reserved to the state of Wisconsin, when it shall be admitted 
into the union, but, until that contingency shall happen, the Tocal leg- 
'islature ean exercise no contról whatever over the company, except in 
preseribing the tolls which they may collect—a reservation of power 
sufficient to guard the public against amy abuse or exactiom arising 
from the private interests of the stockholders. t would, perhaps, be 
competent for the territory, under the last recited clause of the aet 
of congress, to enter inte a contract with the company for the purchase 
of their franchises ; but the language of that clause dees not, in the 
opinion of the committee, warrant the inference that the territory, as 
such, may, upon its own terms, and against the will of the company, 


demand a surrender of their ehartered rights. Nor is the territory in- 
vested with the rights of a stockholder in the company. H is not au- 
thorized to be represented in the board of directors, nor to acquire 
any pecuniary interest whatever in the property of the eompany with- 
out their consent. ‘his authority is expressly reserved by the char- 
ter, and by the act of congress, to the “state of Wisconsin,’ a party 
not yet in existence. And it is clear, both from the charter and the 
aet approving it, that the grant of land was to enure to the benefit of 
the company; for the specific purpose of “aiding in the construction 
of the cafial.” In creating this fund, congress thought proper to. in- 
j a 
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trust its management and application, in the first instance, to the terri« 
tory, and afterwards, to the state, granting to the latter far more ample 
powers than to the former, but still making it imperative upon -the 
trustee to apply it to` that object and to no other. 

In purshance of the above mentioned act of congress, and tlie char- 
ter of the company, the route of the canal was laid out, being about 
52 miles in length, the requisite plats prepared, and the odd sections 
designated. The number of acres embraced in the grant is about 
150,000, of whick the territory has sold 42,447 aeres to settlers, on a 
liberal credit; and being authorized by the act io borrow money on a 
pledge of the lands granted, thé territory has exercised that authority 
also, but to what extent:does not appear. The amount which it has 
actually applied to the work is, according to the memorial before the 
committee, $14,604,50. The stockholders also have expended con- 
siderable sums in the prosecution of the work, and have defrayed all 
the incidental expenses of the undertaking: 

The legislature of the territory now complain that all hopes of the 
construction of the canal are abandoned by its friends ; that it is seen 
to be a work far beyond the resources of the canal company or of the 
territory; that the ‘so called” grant has been imposed upon the ter- 
ritory without her consent, and has greatly retarded the settlement of 
3 large region of the’ finest country ; has imposed upon the early set- 
tlers of that region an intolerable burden, and become the fruitful source 
of political strife and vexatious legislation; and conclude by a series 
of resolutions, asking that all connexion of the territory with the com- 
pany may be dissolved, the work abandoned, the office of trustee ab- 
rogated, so far as the territory is concerned, and requesting congress 
to repeal so much of the act of the 5th June, 1838, as directs the ap- 
plication of the funds, and prescribes the conditions of the grant; and 
that the same lands may be ceded to the territory or state of Wiscon- 
sin, for ‘purposes of internal improvement, to be designated by the ter- 
ritory, subject to the approval of congress—the lands to be sold by 
the terrjtory at not less than $1,25 per acre. Or should congress de- 
cline this arrangement, they are requested to repeal the act of cession 

unconditionally, and to sell all the lands not disposed of by the terri- 
tory, upon the usual terms, and to discharge:all purchasers under the 
territory, who are still indebted for their lands, upon their paying for 
them at the proper land office, at the rate of $1,25 per acre. They 
also request congress to provide for a re-payment of the excess price 
paid by fhe purchasers of the even numbered sections which have. 
been sold at $2,50 per acre. '

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Against this proposed repeal, ond revocation of the grant, jhe-com- 
pany earmestly renjonstraie, They state that it was through their ex- 
ertions alone, and at. their expense, that the benefits of the grant were 
secured to the territory ; that the latter bas ineurred no.debt or risk in 
- gespect to ‘the work; that they themselves were inducted, by the any 

thority given them in their charter; to ineur this expense, not for any 
direct advantage which would aecrue to the company from the grant 
itself, but from the Advantage which they would derive from. that source 
in the accomplishment of.the work, for which they had not otherwise 
adequate means; and that it was under the faith of the aet of rengress 
making the grant, that they unhesitatingly invested their means im the 
work. The committee append a copy of the memorial and, of the 
remonstrance. 

-The committee do not conceive that tire expediency of the idee 
taking contemplated in the charter is a question into the merits of which 
they are called upon to inquire. They presume that congress and. 
the territorial legislature acted upon good and sufficient rbasons in au- 
thorizing it. If the work be, in truth, of that hopeless. and unprofita- 
ble charaeter given.it by the present memorial, it is perhaps not assu- 
ming too much to say that the private stockholders will be among the 
first to make the diseovery, and to at aceording to the dietates of pru- 
dence. 

Nor ean the committee conceive upon what grounds the memorial- 
istsalleze that this “so-called grant was imposed upon the territory 
without her consent.” . The territorial act creating the corporation ex- 
pressly ‘authorized the company to apply to congress for such an ap- 
propriation in land, to aid in the construction of the canal, as congress 
in its wisdom should see proper to grant. Upon the application thus 
authorized, congress made the grant, and created the territory a trustee 
for the administration of the fund supplied by it. This trust was ae- 
cepted by the legislature of the territory, who, by their act of Febru- 

‘ary 26, 1839, duly approved by the executive branch of their govern- 
ment, provided for the sale of these lands, appointed a board of eom- 
missioners te superintend the sales, and authorized the governor of 
the territory to issue patents to the purchasers, (Territorial Laws, 
1838—39, p. 29,) and this act was passed even before the governor of 
the territory had received from the general land oflice notice of the 
designation of the particular lands granted. The committee conceive 
that this ground of complaint is not only impossible in itself, but that 

_ all color.or pretence for it is negatived by the public acts of the terri- 

tory. 
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«A more important question arises.- ‘The company ‘have refused . 
their assent to this proposition of the territorial legislature, and the in- 
quiry presents itself whether, without that assent, the federal govetn- 
mentean rightfully exercise the supposed power of repealing the aet 
‘of cession. From the recitals made above from thé charter, and fror ` 
the aet of June 18, it is manifest that the company lave an interest in 
thé proceeds of the lands. They constitute an estate in trust, the use 
of which is to be-enjoyed bythe company, tinder its charter. ‘The 
‘territory, as 2 party; cap assert no beneficial or pecuniary.interest in 
the fund : its character is entirely fiduciary, and its rightfol action can 
only be in subordipation to the objects authorized by the charter. 
‘This gram was made for the sole purpose of aiding the company in 
opening the canal. To this aid, to this pecuniary benefit, they have 
an undeubted right. If the trustee discharge the duties which it has 
voluntarily assumed, if it proceed to sell the lands and expend the pro- 
ceeds, conjointly with the funds of the company, in eompleting the 
work, as it is bound to do, it adds greatly to the profits of the compa- 
ny, who are plainly entitled to receive the accruing dividends ; and it 
is the right to the employ ment of this fund in prosecuting this public 
improvement, and making it valuable to them—a private, pecuniary 
right, springing from an executed contract by the United States—that 
in the opinion of the committee, erects an inseperable barrier to the 
tepeal of the law without the consent of the company. “I'he present 
case differs from any other which has come to the notice of the com- 
mittee, where congress has made grants of land to aidin opening roads 
-and canals. ‘Phe grants made to the states of Ohio, Indiana; and Hli- 
nois for those objects, were directly to the state, and for the use and 
benefit of the state, and of no other party. The use of the fund was 
a publie use, and the profits pertained tono particular individual. 
And yet, the doctrine that congress might, at will, resume these grants. 
or evict the tenants entering under the state authority, or exercise any 

-acts of ownership over the ceded lands, was, it is believed, never urged 
or thought of by any intelligent person. The grant in the present 
' ease, theugh not directly to, is for the benefit of, private persons, , Kt ' 


. is complete, and, hke other grants, amouuts te an extinguishment of 
.ihe title of the grantor, and implies' a contract not to re-assert it. It 
' stands as an estoppel against any claim by the United States to with- 
draw its benefits from the company. As long as that company is in 
legal existence, its right to the use of this fund, subject to its charter l 
and to the terms of the cession, must endure.- The government is 


, 
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hot exept from the obligation of good faith, and it is bound to ni 
that its contracts are made effectual. 

~ Itay indeed be true, that incase the territory Shall refuse to exe- 
cute this trust, the company will. be without a remedy before any jar 


dicial tribunal. But this cannot impair their rights; and congress 


might undoubtedly remedy the defect whenever the case should arisé. 
The committee cannot, however, for a moment doubt the good faith of 
theterritory in the performance of this trust. From what they can 
learn, they are persuaded that the construction of this canal will be of 
great advantage to that young and enterprising community, It is be- 
lieved, also, that not only the agricultural and mineral interests of 
Wisconsin and Illinois, but the commercial interests of all ihe towns 
bordering upon the lakes, will be essentially advanced by it; But 
however this may be, the committee cannot suffer themselves to be- 
lieve that the legislature of the territory would deem any temporary. 


local and uncertain advantage which may be supposed to flow from a 


revocation of this trust a ‘counterpgise to the evils resulting from an 
example so indicative of bad.faith«on the part of the government. 
Such an act might possibly leave the company without remedy by or- 
diyary process of law, but it could not strip them of their rights under 
the grant. The principles of justice endure, though the forms of positive 
law may be changed; and the obligation of contracts remain, even 
though there be no known means to compel its observance. Govern- 
ments enter into solemn eómpaets with each other, and with private 
individuals, though the high functions with which society has clothed 
them, involving the security, the prosperity, and the preservation of 
society itself, do not allow of their being required to answer for sup- 
posed delinquencies at any judicial tribunal; yet this exemption has 
never been construed as implying an abggnce of obligation in their 
contracts, or any power to infringe or impair the vested rights of those 
with whom the engagement was ‘contracted. Such a principle is just- 
ly abhorrent to the moral feelings of men, and if practised by govern- 
ments, justly exposes tliem to the condemnation and scorn of the world. 

if the sacredness of contracts may be disregarded ‘by the highest 
power in the state, there remains to society no sufficient guaranty for 
its eontinuance; and the citizen, despising as an idle mockery the 


“forms of protection; must soon resort to tlie right of the strongest, as 


the only means of acquisition and of safety. Because the contract 
was entered i into by government, it does not the less imply a rightand 
a corresponding obligation ; and though there may be no direct and 


available remedy for a breach ot the obligation, yet publie law, the 
m i v x * 
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waiversal and moral sentiment of mankind, i = E 
demands that the engagement be kept. 

Tt has been urged that the territory is. cius a. Suck pides in 
the capital stock of the company; and the inference is sought to be 
drawn, that it may refuse to contribute ite quota to the prosecution of | 
the work. Neither the fact nor the inference ean be admitted. . There 
is not, as the committee have already remarked, any provision in . the 
act of cougress, or in the charter authorizing the territory to become a 
stockholders and even if it were, itcould not, without express law; 
interpose its power to extinguish the privileges of the eómpaiiy, or di- 
vest them of the benefits arising from the use of the trust fund. That. 
"usé is one of the frarchises of the company, secured fo them by the 
'actof congress, and cannot rightfully be denied them. 

But congress is asked, not only to revoke this grant, but to. annul 
the contracts already entered into by the purchasers of the canal lands 
for the payment of a large amount of money, which by the terms of 
the grant, are required to be applied to the construction of the canal, 
Yn these securities, also, the company have a direet pecuniary interest, 
"und the same-arguments.which bear against the proposition to repeal 
the act of cession, are equally forcible when applied to this. ‘The 
character of a trust attaches to the fund, in whatever shape it may ex- 
ist, and without the consent of the company, congress cannot interfere, 
No complaint has hitherto been made, either by states or settlers, found 
ed on the increased price of such lands. The public have rather beem 
inspired with a feeling of gratitude for the munificence of the govern- 
ment in affording the aid, and it has been thought that the enhancement. 
‘of the value of the lands, both public and private, by the constructiom 
of the improvement, fully counterbalanced the slight inconvenience of 
the increase in price, Ax when the territorial legislature pronounces 
this increase an “intolerable burden,” the committee, though they im- 
pute no sinister views, cannot resist the conviction that some féeling 
other than‘a scrupulous regard for priyate rights, must have prompted 
the declaration. 

As to so much of the memorial as requests congress torefund to the 
several purchasers the excess price of the even numbered seetions; the 
committee think it inexpedient to disturb the settled policy of the gov- 
ernment on that subject; and having come to the conclusion that con- 

. gress cannot rightfully interfere in respect to the other tracts, it would 
be manifestly unjust to the purchasers under the territory, as well as to 
ihe public at large, who have an interest in the construction of the ca- 
nal, to. create a preference in favor of the purchasers under the United - 
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States, either by a re-imbursement of" money or a reduction of ihe 
price of the land. Nor has it been usual for the government to: refund the 
purchase money or any part of it, where there has been no error, mis- 
take or fraud committed in the sale. Should such an example be set, 
applications for similar relief would be innumerable, from every part 
of the country; and not all the members of congress would be able to 
examine and decide upon them.

Sir: In compliance with the instructions contained in the following 
resolution, I have investigated the subject referred to me, and have the 
honor through you to submit the result of my labors to the commit- 
tee. 

“Resolved, That the attorney general be requested to examine the 
memorial of the president of the Milwaukee and Rock river canal 
` company, and all laws and resolutions of the territorial legislature up- 
on that subject, together with the charter of said company, arid the 
act of congress donating a quantity of land, &c., and report to the 
committee on the subject, his opinion in regard to the present situation 
of the affairs of said company, the powers and liability of the territo- 
. ry upon that subjeet, and such other information upon such subject as 
he may ven of importance to the adjustment of all matters relating

The Milwaukee and Rock river canal company was incorporated 
by an act of the legislature of the territory of Wisconsin, approved 
Jan. 5th, 1838, granting the usual privileges necessary to carry into 
effect the objects of the incorporation. 

The company, by the 22d section of the act of incorporation, is re- 
quired to commence the construction of the canal within three years 
from the passage of the act, and in default of said commencement be- 
ing made within three years, all the privileges of the corporation are 
declared forfeited, and the right to construct so much of the work as 
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shouldnt. Be compteted:withiw ten years feourithe passage "of the - “act, 
iy forfeited by said corporation; atid thé right'to dispose of such unfiu-

"The 23d ‘Section of the. same.act gives. to, the future state of Wis- 
consin, at any time ‘after the admission into. the Union, the right- to 
purchase and t ‘hold the canal for the use of the state, by paying the.

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. The geventh section provides thatin order to rénder effectual -thè 


provisions of the aet, the legislature of the state shall give their amt. 


to the same. 

By the eighth section, the territory is authorized to borrow money 
and pledge the proceeds of the lands for its payment, 

The ninth section of the act of congress gives the assent of the Uni- 
ted States to the act of incorporation, subject to certain modifications 
and the following provision: “ That in estimating the principal sum. 
and interest to be paid by the territory or the future state of Wisconsin 
to the stockholders of the said canal, a credit shall be given to the T'ec- 
ritory or state, for all dividends received by the said stockholders prior 
to the extinguishment of their interest in the said canat.” 

The legislature, by an'act approved Feb. 26, 1839, did pledge the 
lands or the proceeds théreof, for the pay ment of a loan of fifty thou- 
sand dollars, pursuant to act of congress, which by the act of 1841, 
was increased to one hundred thousand dollars, a part of which latter 
loan was negotiated, and is now outstanding against the territdry. 

At the session of the legislature of 1841 2, certain resolutions were 
adopted by the legislature, and approved Feb. 17th, 1842, among which 
is the following: “ That all connexion of the territory with the Mil- 
waukee and Rock river canal company ought to be henceforth dissolved; 
that all prosecution of the work of the canal by the territory, ought to 
be henceforth abandoned ; that the territory ought not further to pro- 
ceed to execute the office of trustee, imposed upon her by the act of 
congress, approved June 5th, 1838." 

The act of the ieee lente, approved March 25, 1843, contains the 
following : 

“Sec. 1. That so much of any law of this territory as authorizes 
any person to make application forthe sale of any portion of ‘the unsold 
and unreserved fands granted by the act of congress of the 18th June, 
1838, to the Territory of Wisconsin, to aid in the construction of the 
Milwaukee and-Rock river canal, and süch parts of the said acts as 
authorize the sale of any portion of said lands by the proclamation of 
the Governor, or otherwise, be, and the sameis hereby repealed.” 

In the acts of the legislature, approved January 25th, 1844, we find 
the following: o 

s Sec. 1. ‘Phat the payment of all principal and interest money which 
now is, or may hereafter become due to this territory, from purchases 
of lands granted by congress to said territory, to aid in the construction 
of the Milwaukee and Rock river canal, be, and the same is hereby 
indefinitely postponed,” &o. 

I have endeavored thus far to make an abstract of all thote parts of 
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the laws-of congreds or of the "territory, whieh’ appeár w 116 te have. 
any bearing upori. the: ‘tights: and ‘obligations -of the territory o of 
the Canal .company, ‘and front «the premises: thus. colleetod, E ay 
rive at the following. conclusions as-to the-legal rights. and bligesions 
of the territory and canal eompzny,respectively:: -` ; 

' The lands were granted. to thé:tefritory tó aid in the eonstniction of 
the Milwaukee and Rock river canal, and for no ether purpose; they: 
were granted on the petition of the company, acting under the authority 
of, the legislature ; the grant clearly specified its object; the territory: 
accepted the grant, and entered upon the execution. of the trust; she 
became.a trustee of thefund, with a full knowledge of her duties tow- 
ards the company, Out of this act, the law implies.a contract on her 
part faithfully to discharge those duties, and she was legally bound in 
good: faith to apply the funds arising from the sale of thelands granted 
to the object intended by the grantor. From this obligation tlins vol- 
untarily assumed, and partially performed, she could not escape by hex: 
own act, but to enable her to doso,must have the assent of all the parties 
in interest-in the trust, both grantor and cesfui que frust, Jn part com- 
plíanee with her duties, she has paid to the company and for her ben 


_ - efit, about thirty thousand dollars of the trust fund. The canal com 


pany, on its part, by accepting the det of incorporation, ‘undertook. to 
commence the canal within three years, and- complete it within tex

The legislature, as we have before seen, reserved to itself the right 
on a failure on the part of the company to comply with its engagements 
to complete the canal in ten years, to enter upon the unfinished works 
and dispose of them. 


There was then existing between the territory and the company a 
contract, equally binding on each side, which neither could disregard 
without suffering its legal consequences. If on the one hand the com- 
pany fail, the territory could enter upon the unfinished work, dispose 
of it, and thus.zeimburse her treasury» If on- the other hand the terri- 
tory failed to apply the balance of the fund to its legitimate object, the 
law will afford her no remedy to recover from the company that portion 
already paid to it, but leave her indebied to the United States for the 
whole fand, as.well as that Jost by her failure to comply with her duty. 
as trustee, as that which has been diverted from its proper use, These 
principles of law as applied to the transactions of individuals, are not 
only familiar to every lawyer, but to every intelligent business man, 
and the same rules which apply to individuals apply to governments 
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angia companies,: although: the-same remedies do. not. always exe 
ist against governinent, though, i) this:case,iif the fertitory is. in: default 
therë isa: perfect remedy, the fund, to wits. thethinty-thonsand.dolarsy 
bemg in-the possession of the company, it is im a position to defend it- 
self, and the territory: cannot set up.her quasi soverbignty. in bar of: am 
action; forshe must be plaintiff: " Applying these Peinat the facts 
of tlie: "ease, Bow. stands: thé eontroversy ?'

"The compariy has on its part at alf time&;as appedts by its acts, beer 
ready. to comply with its part of the contract, and apply the fund to 
the construction of the canal. What on the other -hand has been the 
course ofthe territory ? Let her records answer. - At ‘the séssion of 
1843, she-vepudiates the bonds-issued by the authority of vougress: oir 
the pledge of the proceeds of the canal lands. Atthesam¢'session she 
declares by joint resolution having all the force of lave, “thatal ‘donitex 
ton. of the territory with the Milwaukee anc Rok river canal’company: 
ought to be henceforth dissolved ; thatall prosecution of. the work of 
the canal by the territory ought to be-henceforth abandoned that the 
territory ought not further to. proceed to execute. the office of trustee. 
imposed upon.her by the act of congress." By the act of 1848-slie 
suspends the-further sales of the canal lands. . By the act.of 1844 she 
indifinitely postpones the payment of all principakand interest moneys 
due ar th, become due from purchasers of lands granted by Congress to. 
aid in the construction of the Milwaukee and Rock river canal. _ And 
by subsequent enactments orders further sales, and diverts the trust 
funds to her owm use. She has not only’ refused but voluntarially pla- 
ced it beyond her power to comply with. her part of the 'eontraet with 
the company. 

The territory then has no legal claim against the company for mo- 
heys advanced, und having by her own act prevented the progress of 
the work, she cannot under the right of entry reserved, take posses» 
sion of the unfinished work and dispose of it, for governments cannot 
lezally, more than individuals take advantage of theirown wrong. 

- By this course of reasoning, and I can see no other applicable to the 
ease, Y arrive at the conclusion that the territory must choose Between 
tivo evils; forfeit to the company thirty thousand dollars -heretoforé 
advanced to it, or- pay to the company sueh sum as shall be found justly 
due 16 it für moneys expended, and take the property, with’ the assent 
of the company, for without that assent it eannot be taken. 

- "Thé only questions undisposed of appear to me, putting aside the 
equitable eláims of the company . which with "me would have great 
weight, are in the first place one of mere dollars and cents; is the prop- 
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erty worth mote than the sum claimed by the canal company? IFit 
is, then it is the interest of the territory to pay, out of the canal fund the 
claim of the company, aad take a conveyance of the property which 
in that event under the constitution will descend to the state. 

Secondly: ‘One of expediency. The 7th section of the act of con- 
gress enables the state.to,enter.the Union freed from this vexatious 
subject. Is it better, then to close up this whole affair, pay out the ca- 
nal fund under the territorial government and enable the state, under 
the act of congress, by simply remaining silent on the subject, to enter the 
Union free from thiscembarrassing subject, or i8 it better to go into the 
Union with this fund to dispose of, and entangle the state government 
in an,interminable struggle with the canal company on the one hand, 
and the United States on the other? — 

Should it be determined to close with the offer of the company, the 
proper rule of adjustment will found in the 9th section of the act of 
congress, which is quoted above. i

His Excellency, Henry Doner, 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief, &c.: 


Sir;—The prineipal object in making the following report ta the 
commander-in-chief is to exhibit the existing state of organization of 
the militia of Wisconsin territory, as effected up to this time, in pur- 
suance of general orders Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5. The report embraces 
the following details, and presents a view under each particular head 
of the militia, as organized in divisions,' brigades, regiments separate 
battalions, and companies, together with the independent. companies 
of volunteers and the returns of numbers of rank and ‘file, so far as 
the same have been made to this office : 

First. The general staff. 

Second. The divisions comprising the counties in the command, and 
the division staff. "E 

Third. The brigades comprising the eounties in the command, and 
the brigade staff. . 

Fourth. 'The regiments and separate battalions compsising the com- 
mand, and the regimental staff. 

Fifth. The companies of each regiment and separate battalion com- 
prising their bounds, their officers, and their number of rank and file. 

Sixth. The volunteers, comprising their location, their officers, and 
iheir number of rank and file. . 

From a condensed view of the whole subject, it will appear that 
ihe territory comprises three divisions, six brigades, and that each 
county, for the present, constitutes a complete and distinct regimental’ 
command, except the county of Grant, which comprises two regi- 
ments, and the counties of La Pointe, Chippewa, and Richland, which 
constitute separate battalions, and the whole apportioned into compa- 
ny beais. . 

It will be seen that from some regiments no returns have been re- 
ceived ; from others only partial returns: but in the reasonable ex- 
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pectations entertained in regard to the efficiency of the several officers 
in military command, and on their conformity with the legal dutjes 
imposed on them, as well as to their obedience to the orders of the 
commander-in-chief, I may well rely on being able to make my report 
during this year to the Adjutant General of the army, so that the 
present desirable end to be attained by organization of the militia of 
the ferritory may be realized. J am the more confident of this result 
on considering how much has already been done, on a limited space 
of! time, in effecting the organization of the whole body of the militia 
of the territory, laborious and difficult as the -task at first appeared, 
and also on knowing the fact that returns are almost daily being made 
to my office.

To the honorable Council and House of Representatives of the Ter- 
ritory of Wisconsin: 


‘Fhe memorial of the Milwaukee and Rock River Canal Company 
respectfully sheweth : That the present position of the territory and 
company, relative to the business of the canal, is not such as is desi- 
rable, in regard to the interests of either party. By a provision in the 
act of incorporation, a right is reserved to the state of Wisconsin, to 
purchase the interest of the company, and thereby vest in the state the 
entire ownership of the work. But until such purchase is made, the 
state can exercise no control over the work, and both the state and 
company will be restrainedfrom making such disposition of it, as would 
be most beneficial to their respective interests. 


The subject of a settlement of this question, has heretofore been 
agitated by the legislature, and a final adjustment recommended by

REPORT

OF THE ENCRUTY OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE MILWAUKEE AND ROCK 
i i RIVER CANAL.

. The undersigned, having been appointed members of the committee 

to whom was referred the memorial of the president of the Milwan- 
kee and Rock River Canal Company, relative to the setilement of the 
affairs of said company with the territory, submitting a proposition 
for the same, &c., and a majority of said committee having made a 
report favorable to the prayer of the memorialist, acceding to their 
proposition; and the undersigned not having signed said report, and 
entertaining views differing from those of the majority, feel that itis 
due to themselves and those whom they represent, to give their views. 
upon that subject, and the reasons upon which they are founded. 

On ail questions, and especially those which are of great importante 
to the public, it is the duty of a representative to listen attentively and 
weigh well the arguments and opii us advanced on both sides of the 
question. Having done so, instea¢ yy, taking the opinion of any man 
alone for his guide, he should callje,%requisition the reasoning arid 
discriminating powers of his own" mind and investigate the subject 
for himself; and if upon such investigation he should come fo a con» 
clusion differing from those with whom he has been called upon to 
act, it is then his duty to give his views, and the reasons for them. 

Entertaining the views above expressed, the undersigned, having 
listened attentively to the arguments of the counsel who appeared bes 
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fore the committee on behalf of the canal company, and have also exe 
amined the opinions expressed by the Attorney General and the ma- 
jority of the committee appointed hy the house. to investigate this sub- 
ject, and having, from what attention they have been able to give the 
subject thus réferred, arrived at conclusions differing in some respects 
from the majority of the committee, they have thought i it their duty to 
give their;views and the reasons for them. 

The undersigned will here state that this has been one of the most à 
difficult and, to them, perplexing subjects that they have ever been 
called upon to investigate ; ; not that they deem it so intrinsically, but 
because it has apparently been made so by the mass of matter, both 
relevant and irrelevant, under which it has been buried. 

It will not be necessary for us, neither indeed are we now prepared 
to give a minute history of all that has been done by, for, and against 
this company. Let it suffice, that on the 5th January, 1838, an act 
to incorporate the Milwaukee and Rock river canal company was 
passed by the legislature of the territory, the 23d section of which act 
reads as follows, viz.: 

“That the future state of Wisconsin, at any time after its admis- 
sion into the Union, shall have the right to hold for the use of the 
state the canal herein authorised to be constructed, together with all its © 
branehes and other improvements, by paying to the said corporation 
the amount actually expended in the construction and repairs of the 
same, together with such reasonable interest, not more than seven per 
centum’ per annum, as may be agreed upon by and between said 
state and the corporation: Provided, however, That in case the con- 
gréss of the United States shall make any appropriation or donation, 
either in land or money, in aid of the construction of the work by this 
act authorisefl, the right io the same shall vest in said state whenever 
the said transfer of the canal shall be made, and the nett proceeds of 
all sales of land and the amount of all money so. appropriated or do- 
nated shall be deducted from the amount to be paid to the said córpo- 
ration for the transfer of said wox >to the state." 

The section eoneludes by au rising the corporation to apply to 
congress for a donation. &e. 5 ..canal company did apply to con- 
gress for a donation to aid in tlie construction of said canal, and eon- 
gress did, on the 18th day of June, 1838, pass an act entitled ** an act 
te granta quantity of lànd to the territory of Wisconsin for the pur- 
poseof aiding,’ &c. lt is contended by the company that the act of 
congress making the grant, constituted the territory a trustee of the 
eaiíal company, and that the equitable and beneficial interest in said. ~ 


~ 
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grant, and the proceeds of the sales of said land, and the control and 
managerfient of the same belonged fo it. We admit that it is evident 
from the reading of the’23d section above quoted, that without any 
modification or restriction, it would clothe and vest in the canal 
company, all the authority i in and over the canal lands granted ie eon- 
gress, and the funds arising from their sale that is ‘claimed fof them, 
For it. will be perceived by' the reading of the proviso contained in. 
said séction, that the right to any dotation which congress might make 
to aid in the construction. of the canal, 5 was nof "15 vest in the state until 
a frénsjer should be made by the corporation of the cartal to the state? 
and consequently the whole donation would have been entirely under 
the control ánd management of the: “canal company, and the terrifory 
or state would have-had no voice in the management or disposal of the 
canal grant, nor any ‘interest in the same until the transfer of the canal 
by the canal company, as before stated. 25 

Tt is evident that all the arguments adduced and: opinions given in 
favor of the claims'of thé canal company to the lands granted by con- 
gréss and’ thé funds àrising from their sale, have been based upon this 
section,-without reference to its modification and restriction by the act 
of congréss-making the grant, But.does the act of congress in reality” 
mi&ke thé tetritory a trustee of the eanal company? In propounding 
this question, we are well aware of the answers and opinions that ; have 
been given, (and for which the undétsigned entertain the highest re~ 
spect,) birt at the same time we are forced to confess, that from what 
attention we have been able to give that aei, we cannot-yield assent to 
all the opinions that have been advanced'upon the question. — , 

` Tt ig contended by the coutisel for the company, that they have, by 
virtue of the act of congress, the beneficial interest in the eanal fund, 
and are entitled to the control of tle same-—that they in fact have 
vested riglits in the fund which have been wrested from them by the 
territory, (as we understand their argument). But let us, for the sake 
of argument, admit the premises claimed by the canal SAISON. and. 
see how the case stands. — 

“ Admitting, then, that the territory was merely a trustee for the ca- 
nal comply, in order to ascertain her duty in the due execution of 
her trust it will be necessary to come to a correct conclusion às to the 
design and end to ‘be accomplished by that trast; and as to this there 
will be, we presume, no difficulty. It is agreed by all ‘that the end to 
be accomplished was the construétion of the canal. 

Then admitting the premises claimed that the territory was clothed 
with the power and duties ofa trustee, and in that capacity afund was

gon DLE d the. trust. Then j it follows that in the due exercise ‘of 
a sound diser etion,, "she ought not to have advanced funds for the 
prosecution of that work any faster than the canal company did, taking 
into consideration the whole probable cost of tbe work, and the proba- 
ble 3mount of the grant when sold, and whenever she saw that it was 
the intention. of the canal company to use up the fonds of the trustee, 
without making any exertion to increase their capital stock -as they 
were. empowered to: do, or pay in and appropriate the amount of stock 
already subscribed as it was the duty of the company to do, it became 
a, „duty which the territory awad to the grantor to stap expending the 
trust fund for that purpose, or if she saw that with all the means at the 
command of the company together with the canal grant, that.the work 
could not be completed in the time limited by Jaw, it became her duty 
o. pause ‘and prevent a.perversion of the trust fund. 

-Purther; by the act of incorporation the company could not-be or- 
ainiai until there should be at least fifty thousand dollars of capital 
stock subscribed, and the company report that the condition was com- 
plied with, . It was also authorized to increase its capital stock to ope 
million, - , This act of i ingorporation was laid before congress at the time 
the donatign.was: asked for, and this grant was made by congress, not 
as the principal fund for the construction of the canal, (for the prayer 
was that congress would makea donation to aid &c.) but in the lan- 
guage of congress-to-gid.in its construction. It may here not be out 
of place to notice the. action of the territorial legislature, as the conduct 
of that;body has been censured by council for the company, though we 
shallinot.attempt to enter minutely into a history of the legislative 
acts of the Past. as inembers have the statutes, journals, d&u,, and, can 
redd for themselves. 

' After thegraüt had been made by congress, and the supposed irust 
imposed, is it not evident that the legislature ofthe territory for a time 
made use of every means in its power io execute the trust? But al- 
though one hundred thousand dollars in bonds were issued drawing an 
interest of seven per cent, payable semi-annually, and the faith of the 
territory, and canal grant pledged for their redemption, still a loan 
for any c considerable amount could not he effected; and after the exer- 
tións thus made on the part of the territory, and the poor success with 
which they were attended combined with other causes existing at that 
time, i is itany wonder she should have become wearied with the trust, 
éspeciall} “when she had ‘become convinced as is a fair presumption, 
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that with all the micans that could be raised from the “canal arant and 
those at the command of the canal company, they were, and even 
. would bé, tmable to complete the canal. In this view is it strange she 
should desire-to-relinquish the trust. “Yndeed-is-it not a fair ecnelüsion 
from all that the history of legislation gives us upon this subfect; that 
the company itself after the completion of the water power at Milwau- 
kee didnot desire the further prosecution of the work? ^" > > -> 

But admitting that the company did, How much has it done to effect 
this.object aside from the assistance of the territory? - Has the: fifty 
thousand dollars of stock subscribed previous to its organization been 
expended, or even paid in, or any exertion made to increase the amount 
of stock? How this may be we do not know. But all that the tom- 
pany claim to havé paid in of the fifty thousand sübseribéd, is some 
twenty-four thousand atid some hundred dollars, and some fifteen hun- 
dred of.that is made up of charges against the territory for granting 
ihém, their charter. In the meanwhile the trüstee has paid out for the 
prosecution of said. work, some thirty-one thousand and ‘some hundred 
dollars. The estimate of the probable eost of said canal as located By 
the company in 1889, was $991,148 74., We have no means of ċor- 
rectly ascertaining the value of the lands granted, but- taking the opin- 
ion of the president of the canal company, the territory might have re- 
alized some $300,000 from them. Now-does not this siatement-show 
that the territory or trustee has paid much more than she might-have 
done in the exercise of a sound discretion? : : 

For can it be supposed fora moment that it was, thei intention of Con- 
gress that the territory should go on, sell the land, and appropriate the 
proceeds of the same to the construction of the canal, without any re- 
‘gard to the amount paid by the canal company, and the consequent 
final completion of the same? Had it been the intention of the canal 
company to use up the funds arising from the grant made by Congress 
béfore it used any very great amount of its own; it in the estimation. of 
ihe minority of the committee would have beenan evidence of bad faith 
on the part of the company. Indeed it is urged by the council of the 

company that it had the right thus to do for the purpose of giving the 
company credit and elaim, that when this was withheld by the terri- 
tory it was debarred from further proceeding with the work... 

This argument would be good, providing the company had expen- 
ded the amount of capital stock necessary ‘to its organization under the 
charter, But as has before been observed, the company even now al- 
lowing its whole account, has expended less than $25,000 of their own 
stock. -Was it not as" niuch a part of the duty of the egmpany to ex- 
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pend their own means as of the territory, ta pay outthe trust fund, par- 
pui as the future state, if she availed herself of any of the benefits 


Íntended to be conferred upon her by congress, must be ultimately re- - 


` sponsible to the general government for the whole grant, providing the 
canal company acted in bad faith? Suppose the territory had suffered 
the company to have gone an ang laid out the whole of the canal fund 
in the prosecution of the work without any regard’ io the amount paid 
in. by the stockholders, the resnlt might have been, and we ean have 
no doubt would have been, that the money received for the sale of the 
eanal lands would have all been expended,and the canal, not one fourth 
completed, would have been 3bandoned. - In which case the future state 
would have been deprived wholly of the benefits inténded to have been 
conferred on herby congress. For if the work was not completed 
Within ten years from the time of granting the charter, the state by 
assuming any interest in the canal would’ become responsible 1o the 
generalgovernment. Butthe grant eyen if sold at the minimum price, 
$2,50 per acre; would not oik to the company’s estimate haye 
completed more than one third of the canal. 

If the state had been formed at any period previous to this time, to 
avail itself of the grant, it must at its awn expense have completed the 
work within the ten years. It never could have done this: 'There- 
fore the company from the very inception of the grant had the power 
to prevent the state from realizing any benefits from the donation, white 
ifthe work even got into this condition, the canal company became ab- 
solutely the only party in interest liable to the interferance’ of the state. 
But can-it be for a moment supposed that the state even "would inter- 
fere when by so doing she assumed atthe very momenta liability tó 


the general government of $375,000. The undersigned agree with: 


the majority of-ihe committee, as to the rights and liability of the state. 
But we are told that if we do not accede to the proposition of this com- , 


* 


pany, and pay itsome $35,000, it will apply to the general gov. à 


ernment, get a new trustee appointed, and make-us pay overto itsome 
$80,000,00. Letus see how all this is to'be done. Let us refer to 
the 22nd section of the act incorporating said company, which reads 
as follows : 

“That-said corporation shall commence the construction of the 
works authorized by this act, within three years from the passage 
_ thereof; and im default of said commencement being made within 
said three years, all the privileges herein and hereby granted, shall be 
forfeited’ by said corporation, and this act shall be null and of no ef-

fect, and the right to construct so inuch of said works, which are by 
this act authorized, as shall not be completed within ten years from 
the passage of this act, shall be forfeited by.. said’ corporation, and the 
legislature shall have a right to dispose of such part or parts, in such 
manner as to them may best seem calculated to. promote the public 
interest.” 

. Now this section says , without any qualification whatever, and that 
too, without any reference to a donation, that unless the work shall be 
commenced in three. years, tlie'act shall be null, &c., and the right io 
construct.so much of the works &c., as shall not be completed within 
ten years, shall be forfeited by said corporation, &e. This act was ap- 
proved January 5th, 1838, so that according to our computation of 
time, the ten years have already expired, and with it the rights of the 
company, "under the charter, to complete any remaining portion of the 
canal. Let us now turn our attention to the relation in which the ter- 
ritory stands to the company. 

As we before observed, had the grant of congress been made o as 
contemplated by the 23d section of the act of incorporation: before 
referred to, without modifying or restrieting the proviso contained i in 
that'seetion, we should have been in reality in the power of the eanal 
company; but it appears: evident, as we view the matter, that con- 
. press, foreseeing the power conferred on the company by that proviso, 
and the evils that might result theréfrom,.did by its act of 18th June, 
1838, place the territory, as we think, in a situation different from that 
of a trusted to the canal company. In this view we differ from ‘the 
majority | of the committee. 

. "The first section of the act reads as follows: 

` That there be, and hereby is, granted to the territory of Wiscon- 
sin, for the purpose of aiding in opening a canal to unite the waters of 
lake Michigan, at Milwaukee, with those of Rock river, &e.” 

Now it will here be observed that the prant is made absolutely to 
‘the territory of Wisconsin, for a specified purpose. The subsequent 
part of the section provides that if the canal shall not be commenced 
and completed as therein specified, the United States shall be entided 
to receive the amount for which the lands have been sold ; and the 6th 
section of said act plainly points out who shall be liable for the mon- 
ey. It-reads as follows : " 

“That the said state of Wisconsin shall be held responsible to the 
United States, and for the payment into the treasury thereof, of the 
amount of all moneys received upon the sale upon the whole or any ` 
part of said. land, at the price at which the same shall be sold, not less 
than two dollars and fifty cents per acre, if the main canat shall not 
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be commenced within three years, and eonpleted within ten years, 
pursuant to the provisions of an act cvegting said corporation,” , 
~The Sth section of the act of congress, as by us construed, intenils 

the whole grant for the benefit of the state of Wisconsin. ,In this 
view the territory, if-a trustee at all, is a trustee for the future state. ` 

The 9th section of the act of congress seems to give the territoiy 
the privilege of purchasing the interest of tlie canal company on the 
same terms that the fifth section secures to the state, and in this view 
the territory is an absolute owner of the grant. This act will not, in 
dur opinion, bear the construction put upon it, that the territory is a 
trustee for the canal company. This very liability on the part of the 
fature state of Wisconsin to refund tothe general government ‘the 
money for which the lands should sell, shows conclusively that con- 
gress intended, and that the act does clothe her with an intergst differ- 
ent from that of a trustee to the canal company. "The whole act 
shows a direct liability, if there be any liability, to the general govern- 
ment, on account of the grant, and none to the canal company. >, — 

But if more is wanting to strengthen or ‘sustain the position as- 
sumed, section 5 we think will place the matter in a clear light. It 
reads as follows: | 

“That whenever the territory of Wisconsin Shall be admitted. into 
the Union, as a state, the lands hereby granted for the construction of 
said canal, or such parts thereof as may not have been already sold 
and applied under the direction of the territorial government, shall 
vest in the future state of TPisconsin, to be disposed of under such 
regulations as the legislature thereof may provide, &c., and the state 
of Wisconsin shall be entitled to hold, "in virtue of the grant hereby 
made, : as many shares of stock of the said eanal as shall be equivalent 
to the aggregate of all the sums of money arising from the nett pros 
ceeds of the sales of the said lands, and applied to the construction of 
the canal, any thing in the charter of the Milwaukee and Rock river 
eanal company to the contrary notwithstanding, and shall be entitled 
to the same dividend on said stock, as any other stockholder, &e." 
This section aimed particularly at the 23d section of the act of incor» 
poration before referred to, and places the subject,in its true light. . It 
shows clearly the relation in which the territory stands to the general 
government and the future state of Wisconsin. It shows that ‘the 
whole, grant and the proceeds of the same were placed entirely at the 
disposal, and under the control of the territory, and further, that the 
legal and beneficial interest was vested in the future state. But ‘to 
make the case more plain, and show fully and clearly why the-state ~ 
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should he liable to congress and not to the canal company, let us ex« 
amine for 4 moment and see-whatinterest congress had in this matter, 
and for that purpose, we -call attention to the first section of the ack 
making the gram, which contains’ the following’ provisos 

_ Provided, That the said canal, when completed, and the branches 
thereat: shall be, and forever remain a.public highway, for the use of 
the government: of the United States, free frem any toll or charge 
whatevér, for any property of the United States, or paron i in ndi 
Bprvioe, passing through the same.” . 

iFyom-this we perceive that the United States was to oo an inter- 
est in this canal; and we can begin to catch a glimpse of the nature of 
the contract expressed and-implied in that act, between the terrifory as. 
the trustee, of the future, state of. Wisconsin, and the general govern- 
ment, and we ‘can salso, see why it. was that. the territory ang future. 
state are held liable ío congress for this fund, in case of the non-com- 
pletion -of the canal within the time limited. N ow it occurs to us that 
if the legaland equitable interest of the fund arising from the grant 
made by’ congréss, was to. vest inthe canal company, and it was to 
have’ the entire eontrol of ihe proceeds, and the territory was merely 
a tiusted, obliged to:obey the dictates ‘of that company, that the com- 
pany, as the’ cestui que tiust, and-^not the territory or future state of 
Wisconsin, shouid have been held responsible to the m govern 
ment for the final completion of the canal; i 

Than án what relation does the territory stand to the canal corapany T 
Our answer is, she isa trustee for the futüre state of Wisconsin, 
if the intentions of congress are carried out, and as such holds an ih- 
terest in the edtial, sófaras the same has beencompleted, to the amount 
of fuds expended by her às such trustee in the prosecution ‘of the 
sam. Tp . 

:cMithoügh: it: will be optional | with the future state to claim the bene- 
fit of the expended titist fünd, aid in case the state does not choose to 
avail poet of the right to the coimpleted portion óf the iris then, 

Ne cannot, therefore’ ‘agree. -with’ the majority of the committee in 
the position that the company would be “clothed with full power to 
compel the j proper application of ‘the’ remaining lands, although some 
other trüstee that might be' appointed by the United States. or some 
other judicial "tribunal, Aud to require of the state upon its plighted faith 
to repay io the canal fund lie money t "borrowed therefrom for territorial 
and state uses, “Weé-ate folly” óf the opinion: that- the only beneftetal 
interest m tlie grant that ever coild énure to. the company, is that of 
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befominz absolute owner of the completed portion of the work, pro- 
viding the state should. fail to assume the ownership thereof upon the 
conditions prescribed by theact of congress. ` 

Thus far the undersigned have differed from the majority of the 
committee in two particulars, viz.: first, as ta whether the state of 
Wisconsin was, under the act of congress, made the cestui qui 
trust, or.tha canal company ; second, as to whether the company can 
epmpel-the. territory or future state to refund the money used by the 
territory. 7 

“It now remains for the minority of your committee fo say a word 
upon the policy involved in the matter which they have been consider- 
ing." We, then, eau only view the matter, as the ‘attorney general 
says; in the light of mere dollars and cents. The territory has no 
élaint upon the canal company for what she has already expended to- 
Wrafds-completing the work ; néither has the company any legal claim 
upon the territory for what is claimed to be a perversion of the grant. 
fund, and the company are the owners of the completed portion of the 
work, subject only to the mterference of the state, which contingency, 
in ‘all human probability, can never occur, as the interference of the 
state would in a moment subject her to an enormous liability to the 
general goyernment, or at any rate, to a payment of all the company 
claims, With an increase of interest. 

The company represent the works to be worth from $50,000 to 
$60,000. Why does the company wish to dispose of it to the ter- 
ritory for $35,002? It is answered that the fear of the state's inter- 
fering with the title hereafter will prevent the sale of the work by the 
company. "This seems reasonable when we view it in the following 
light = if the resolution appended to the constitution should be agreed 
to by congress, and the lands vest in the state for school purposes, the 
state might then interfere and claim a right to the completed portion 
of, the-work, although it is impossible for us to divine any motive that 
could operate as an inducement for her to do so. 

Again, it is claimed by the company that the territory has used some 
$80,000 that she never would have had to use if it had not been for 
the company. This is true: by the act of congress the company had 
the, power, by witholding their own aid from the completion of the 
work, to prevent the object of the grant, and, by throwing so many and 
great liabilities and difficulties around the matter as to prevent the state, 
the actual cestui qui trust, from ever elaiming the benefit of the dona- 


tion; hecome itself the owner of the whole grant. But at the same 
time.the trustee had the power to divert the trust fund, and entangle 
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the company. in the very difficulty of which they now so bitterly gom- 
plain, The territory did interfere, and by an act of legislative rasvat 
ity equal to that of whith’ tle. -company might’ have availed thom- 
selvés-mand of which they have been aecused-—put the money into 
her own pocket, whére, as we believe, no power can reach it," Upon 
ihis score- ought not the territory and company be willing to ery quits, 
shake hands, and become friends? Both had an opportunity of de- 
riving greater benefits from the grant than has been derived pem 
and.each has gouged the other slightly. — . F 

But itis urged by the company that the territory, by taking the 
work in hand, would at once settle all question of title, and be able to 
disposé ‘of fhe propétty to her own and the company's benefit. We 
believe that: the project is worth trying. It will have the effect of 
settling the difficulty forever between the company and the territory, 
and if the company’s representations are true, would place some 
money in the treasury. If the property should not sell for all that the 
company anticipates, it should be satisfied with what it ean be sold 
for, after deducting the expense of sale, providing it should sell 
for less than the claims of the company, or wait until the property 
ean be sold for sufficient to pay their claim, after deducting expenses. 

Again, as a matter of honesty and fair dealing, ought the territory 
: to hesitate in taking this step? By the charter of the company given 
by the territory, the company were authorised to apply to , Congress, 
é&c. Had the application failed, would the company have ever taken 
any steps to commence or complete the work? Probably not. The 
reasonable inference is, that the company relied mainly upon the 
grant to start the work and give them credit. For a time, as has 
been shown, the territory did all in its power to discharge the trust, 
But it after a time refused the trust, and contended the grant had been 
urged upon them without their consent, &c. This was wrong and 
untrue. But we have before shown it might have been because of 
neglect on the part of the company. If this, however, were not so, 
the company had great injustice done it by the territory. 

Again, a time came when the territory assumed the trust, disposed 
of a portion of the property, and elutched the money. In our opinion 
this was an act unjustifiable and wrong in every point of view, when 
tested by rules of honesty and fairness. By the aot of incorporation ' 
and.of congress, the company upon a fair construction of those acts 
were entitled to have the proceeds of the lands applied iadirectly for 
their benefit, This not having been done, does it follow that the com- 


pany has no claims to the favorable consideration of the legislature ? 
5 >m 52 
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t- Your committee, therefore, viewing the whole matter in the light of 
honesty and fair dealing, while they cannot deem the territory called 
‘on to appropriate finds for the relief of-the company, yet they do 
deem it cafled upon to settle all questions of title to the completed por- 
tion‘of the work; so that the company can avail themselves of what 
they ean legally and justly.claim as theirs, either by an act of relin- 
quishment to the company, or by some other course that will accom- 
plish that object. 

Your committee, after careful examination of thesubject, have come 
to the conclusion that this object will be best effected by the provisions 
of thé bill which we propose submitting.

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REPORT 


OF THE MINORITY OF THE SELECT COMMITTEE, TQ WHICH WAS REFERRED 


THE BILL 'fTO ENABLE THE INHABITANTS OF WASHINGTON COUN- 
TY TO PERMANENTLY LOCATE THE enue SEAT oF 
SAID COUNTY BY A VOTE,’ 


The minority of said committee beg leave to 
REPORT: 


That having had the subject under consideration, the undersigned 
is constrained to dissent from the majority of the committee, not only 
in regard to the amendment proposed by the committee, but also in re- 
gard to the expediency or propriety of passing any act having for its 
object the repeal of the act of 1847, in any form, at this time. 

Without expressing an opinion upon the right of the legislature to 
locate the county seat in the manner contemplated by the bill, it is be- 
lieved that such right is at least doubtful. The. house should hesitate 
before passing an act of doubtful validity, as it opens the door to liti- 
gation, to endless dispute, affecting the people-in all their relations to 
the administration of justice, to the acts of their officers, to the levying 
of taxes, reaching even in many instances to the title to property, 
and in any event tends to lessen their confidence in the stability of. 
their government, and in its competency for their protection. 
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Nothing but the most imperative necessity can justify the passing of 
such laws, involving such issues ; and it will be asked, does such an 
imperative necessity exist in the present case ? 

The new constitution, which will undoubtedly be adopted, provides 
a safe, legal, and expeditious mode of settling all questions of this 
kind. The vote on the constitution is to be taken in a few days. A 
session of the legislature is to be held in June next, invested with full 
power to determine such questions, in a manner to avoid the serious 
evils which must, it is believed, result from passing this bill, or the 
amendment reported by the majority at this time. The delay of a 
few days cannot in the least effect the interests of the people of that 
county, while the passage of this bill may, and probably will, 'divide 
and distraet the county, without in the least advancing what is claimed 
to be their wishes, except a few days in point of time. 

It is, perhaps, claimed that the amendment offered by the majority 
obviates whatever were the iegal objections to the bill. But if any le- 
gal objections existed in relation to the bill, the undersigned has not 
been able to perceive how the amendment relieves the.bill from such 
difficulty. "The undersigned can only view it as admitting the force 
of the legal objections to the bill, and attempting to obviate them by 
mere subterfuge- 

It is difficnlt to conceive how the character of the ‘people of said 
county is changed, or their rights and powers enlarged, by changing 
the name from that of people, or legal voters, to commissioners. 
The legal effect of the proposition of the bill, and that of the amend- 
ment, is the same, and the validity of either is to be determined by 
the intent, and legal effect, and not by the mere words in which they 
may be expressed. 

Whatever force these may have attached to the legal questions 
raised as to the bill, attaches with equal and even more force to the 
amendment; because the amendment impliedly admits the exceptions 
taken to the bill, and seeks to escape from their effect by mere change 
of name, without a change of substance. 

But the undersigned has further objections, both to the amendment 
and the bill. The legislature, at its last session, passed an act loca- 
‘ting the seat of justice of Washington county, at Washington, for 
a term of five years, and providing that the county offices should he 
held there as soon as suitable buildings should be erected without ex- 
„pense to the county. 

Acting under the faith of the legislature, thus pledged by solemn 
aet, the inhabitants of Washington went on and erected suitable buil- 
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dings for the purposes aforesaid, which were accepted by the board 
of supervisors of said county. Under such. circumstances it would 
seem to the undersigned palpably unjust now to repeal the law. Ac- 
ting upon the faith of the legislature, pledged in the law, the’ people 
expended their money, with a view to the benefits which the law, : as 
it was supposed, would secure to them for five years. And though, 
as some contend, the legislature may have the power to repeal the 
law, yet would it be right? Governments, more than individuals, 
should be just. They are the great source of justice, to which the 
people look. When, therefore, the obligations of justice are disregar- 
ded, and the mere question of power alone becomes the rule of action, 
they fail to command the confidence, and to protect the interests of the 
people. l 

The amendment of the committee, it is true, proposes a compen- 
sation tô the inhabitants of Washingion, for the buildings. But who 
is to fix the compensation? The county on the one hand, and the 
owners or those interested on the other? Is it to be done by mutual 
consent? Is it to be done by reference, in the appointment of which 
both parties shall have a just participation? Not at all. But the - 
compensation is to be fixed wholly ex parte—by the board of supervi- 
sors of the county. "Those peculiarly interested in the buildings have: 
nota word to say. They are denied even the pitiless expedient of 
going to law. 

‘But it is believed that the payment to the builders, for the buildings, 
would be unjust, and in violation of the faith of the law under which 
they acted. The builders did not expend their money in the erection 
of the county buildings, as a mere investment, but with a view to the 
benefits of the location of the seat of justice at that point. Sacrifices 
may have been, and probably have been made, and obligations incur- 
red, to erect the buildings, which the value thereof would fail to com» 
pensate. 

The undersigned is opposed to frequent changes of county seats. 
In new counties especially, schemes are frequently broached for chan- 
ges of location, having their origin in mere speculation. Local feeling 
is enlisted, and sectional jealousy excited, and the people kept in com- 
motion and strife, without adequate cause or adequate good to them- 
selves, And especially is he opposed to interfering with county seats 
already located, at the present time, as we are just entering & state 
government, which confers upon the people and legislature, ample 
power and facility to settle all such; questions definitely and satisfacto- 
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‘Washington is a new county, of large territory, but recently settled, 
and its resources not yet developed. , Two or three years will fully 
develópe, the merits of the several points interested, and fully mature 
public sentiment in relation thereto. 

The undersigned, therefore, cannot concur in the amendment of the 
majority, nor in the approval of the objects contemplated by the 
bill.

FROM THR GOVERNOR RELATIVE TO CERTAIN REPUDIATED TERRITORIAL 
BONDS, WITH ACCOMPANYING DOCUMENTS, 


To the House of Representatives: 


I would respectfully call the atttention of the legislative assembly to 
the subject matter of the following resolutions, passed by the legisla- 
tnre at the session of 1842: 

* Whereas, the act of February 12th, 1841, authorises the execu- 
tion and issue of bonds by the Governor of the territory, of one hun- 
dred thousand dollars, to aid in the construction of the Milwaukee and 
Rock river canal; and 
_ Whereas, the powers conferred upon the Governor and any agent 
by said act, and by the act of February 26th, 1839, and the manner 
of negotiating said bonds are plainly prescribed and cannot be misun- 
derstood : a 
` Whereas, an hundred bonds, of one thousand dollars "T were 

executed by the Governor of the territory on the 15th day of March 
ast, and delivered to Byron Kilbourn, Esq., as agent to negotiate : 

Whereas, all powers conferred upon said agent relative to said loan, 
were recalled on the second day of September last, and due notice 
given thereof to said agent and to the publie : 

Whereas, forty-four of said bonds, numbered from * fifty-seven’ to 
‘one hundred, both inclusive, are now unlawfully detained by said 
Byron Kilbourn; and 

Whereas, bonds.to the amount of fifty-five thousand dollars num- 
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bered from * one’ to ‘ thirty,’ and from ‘ thirty-two’ to ‘ fifty-six,’ both 
inclusive, and now outstanding in violation of the act aforesaid, be- 
cause, 

ist, That they have not been negotiated in a manner authorised by 
law. 

2d, That they have not been negotiated for any valuable considera- 
tion whatever received by the territory, or any agent or officer author- 
ised to receive the same; therefore, 

Resolved, That in the opinion of the legislative assembly, the said 
bonds or eertificates of stock numbered from ‘ong’ to * thirty,’ inclu- 
sive, and from ‘ thirty-two’ to fifty-six,’ inclusive, for one thousand 
< dollars’ each, and being on interest of seven per cent. per annum, are 

null and void ; and that there is not, nor can be, any obligation, either 
legal or equitable, resting upon the territorial government to reimburse 
the amount of said bonds or certificates, or any part thereof. 

Resolved, That ‘the bonds numbered from ‘fifty-seven’ to ‘one. 
hundred,’ both inclusive are hereby deciared to be null and void. 

Resolved further, That the governor of the territory be requested to 
take such measures as may be deemed expedient, to recover possession 
of the bonds for one hundred thousand dollars, dated March fifteenth, 
1841, and entrusted to Byron Kilbourn, Esq., by the late governor of 
the territory, except bond numbered ‘ thirty-one, ' for one thousand 
dollars, which is hereby declared to be valid.” 

Holding as I do the opinion, that great injustice is done by these re- 
solutions, not only to the creditors, but to the good reputation for honor 
ahd integrity of the territory, I feel impelled by a sense of justice to the 
former, and a desire that the later in changing her condition from a ter- 
ritorial to a state government, may enter the Uuion with her character 
untarnished by the stain of repudiation, to urge upon you the propriety 
of rescinding these resolutions, and providing for the payment of the 
outstanding bonds of the territory amounting in the whole, to the sum 
of ten thousand dollars, exclusive of interest. 

Jt would be perceived on an examination ofthe several acts of the 
legislature, approved respectively on the 26th of February 1839, and 
February 12th 1841, when construed together, that power and author- 
ity were given to the governor to negotiate a loan and appoint an agent 
for that purpose. In the first section of the act of 1839,’ an agency is 
recognized; and the twentieth section of the same act expressly author- 
izes and empowers the governor “ to appoint such agents as may be 
necessary and proper for obtaining any loan by this act authorized; '' 

-and the first section of the act of 1839 is re-enacted by the secondsec-_. 
- x 
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tion of the act of 1841, except as to the rate of: interest od the modo 
of depositing the funds borrowed. ; 
So far as these two acts of the legislature do not conflict with each 


other, they should be regarded as oné act, the second being made in 
aid of the first. : : 


Buti in the absence of express enactment authorizing the appoint- 
ment of an agent, the authority must be implied. Itis a rule of con- 
struction, as old as adjudications upon written law, that a reasonable 
construction shall be given to statutes. It cannot be supposed that the 
legislature intended that the governor should leave the duties of the 
executive department, and in person negotiate this loan in the money 
markets of the eastern cities. With a proper respect for the intelli- 
gence of the legislature, such an idea cannot be entertained. It is 
equally certain that the loan could not be negotiated at home, The 
power to appoint an agent then, if not given by express enactment was 
implied, or the law was a nullity. The power of the governor to ap- 
point an agent being established, it becomes important to see how far 
the acts of the agent will prejudice the rights of the creditor. _ 

The bonds authorized by the act of 1841 were excented by the gov- 


ernor, having certain blanks to be filled by the agent when a loan should 
be negotiated, a eopy of which, with the blanks is herewith submitted, 
marked document A. 


The agent was authorized by power of attorney, (a copy of which 
is also herewith submitted, and marked document B.,) to negotiate the 
Joan and fill the blanks. The power of attorney also contains this 
claim, “and be it known further, that the said agent is hereby author- 
ized and empowered, upon receiving from any person or persons, acer- 
tificate of the cashier of either of the safety fund banks in the state of 
New York, or any specie paying bank or banks with the said agents, 
that he or they have deposited with the cashier any specified amount 
of money, subject to the order of the receiver of the canal fundas men- 
tioned in the last aforesaid act, to deliver over to such person or per- 
sons so many of the certificates aforesaid as shall not exceedin amount 
the sum so deposited! @n this clause in the power ofattorney, main- 
ly are based the repudiating resolutions as will appear from the report ` 
of the committee, to, whom that subject was referred. 

It is urged that the law was not complied with, inasmuch as the 
funds were not deposited in bank, in accordance with this. clause of 
the power of attorney, therefore. the territory is not bound in law to 
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pay the bonds. Itbecomes important therefore, toexamine the strength 
of this position. 

The several acts referred to dahong the loan, do not make guch 
deposite a condition precedent to the issue or validity of the bonds : E 
deed they are silent on the subject, and in strictness of law these, con- 
ditions could not be added to the law by the act of the governor, but 
should be regarded in their true light, as private instructions to the 
agent to secure the territory against loss. And I respectfully submit 
that if the agenthad proved unfaithful to the trust reposed in him, and 
nevet accounted for the moneys so received, the territory would be lia- 
ble on the bonds; for the reason that the lender of the money was not 

g bound to look beyond the law; in other words he could not by the 
‘act of tlie governor be madé responsible for the application of the funds. 
The obligation resting upon him was to see that the bonds were in com- 
pliance with the act authorizing them, and that the money was paid in 
compliance with such act. 


Another objection urged to the payment of these bonds, and the only 
one necessary to examine, (for the bonds to which the other objections 
apply, have been cancelled,) is, that they were sold for a sum less than 
the law authorized. These bonds were issued to aid in the construc- 
tion of the Milwaukee and Rock river canal, for the benefit of the canal 
‘company. Out of their issue and application to that purpose, accrue 
certain rights to the territory ; in consideration of these rights, the ter- 
ritory was willing to become bound to pay a certain sum of money. 
The territory has received credit on the books of the Milwaukee and 
Rock river canal company, for the full amount of these bonds. The 
‘object and interest of the issue is 1herefore obtained, and it appears 
to me, that the legal obligation to pay is perfect. 

In this opinion I am sustained by the reports of the committee on 
"territories, made to the house of representatives, in congress, on the 
17th day of June 1844, a copy of which report is hereunto annexed, 
and marked document C, But admitting thata technical legal defence 
could be set up in a court of law, the territory is beyond the reach of 
‘our courts to try the question. The fact exists, and the evidence of 
that fact will remain as long as our records are preserved, that the ter- ` 
ritory has-received the benefit accruing from the sale of these bonds, 
and the immutable principles of equity and justice require that the 
money should be refunded; and it remains for you to say, as the rep- 
resentatives of the people of this territory, whether the state of Wis- 
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consin shall enter the union with the blot of repudiation on her eseutch- 
eon, or whether she shall take a high and noble position by ihe side 
of the highest and proudest states of the union.
